Baccalanreate Address by Dr. F. H. M. Hen- 
cerson, President of Bowdoin College. 


Ladies and Gentlemen::I believe it is now 


a birthright to the three R’s. But the higher eduea- 
tton forihe rank and file, may fall strangely upon 
yvouréafs, Absurd ‘and ‘chimerical as it may scem., 
This is the problem we are trying to solve—whether 
the wuol-hat boys and checked-bonnet girls may ase 
sire toclimb the mysterious ladder of the higher 
pranches, .Thesolution of this problem depends, 
like all others, upon the Baconian doctrine, ‘That 
all knowledge is founded upon experience.” 

Firet let. us inguire whether it is desirable. Iam 
aware that the spontaucous’ daswe? wil be varied 
and contradictory. Only mature reflection, free and 
frank discussion, aird earnest’ thought wil! produce 
harmony of epinion on -any subject. The light of 
fact and truth must focalize its rays upon it till the 
subject is transparent. From o@ peenniary . stand- 
point, many. will answer that it isa waste of timo 
and money to pursue. these bigher and more difli- 
cult branches only to be a farmer or amechanic ora 
merchant or a baker. I wish to treat this opinion 
with respect-as earnestly entertained bya large and 
respectable elass of our fellow citizens But il beg 
them to consider whether they do not degpade their 
own rank and calling? . Does it not admitthat they 
belong to af inferior class, and surrender a right to 
an equal share of iniluence with those who 
aspire to a broader culture? Why not demand 
high culture and pure. moral .character to adorn 
those professions?

Y GREATEST FRIEND among the 
students at the Leipsic Medical college

so stingy. He never did a charitable act. 
Miss R—— is what they call a King’s Daugh- 
ter, and she gives all her pocket money heip- 
ing people. She doesn’t say so, but I know it, 
because when I lived with them poor people 
were always coming to her and she was hel 
ing them constantly. One day I heard herold 
father scolding, and saying if she was going to 
spend her money on vagabonds he’d cut off her 
allowance, She’san angel, is Miss R——, and 
she never talks about what she does. She 
asked me not to tell her name.’’ 

I was very giad that promise was not 
kept, for after some time I found 
Miss R——s’ address and called on _ her, 
and it all finally ended in making me the hap- 
piest man on earth.’’ 

“Does your wife still keep up her chari- 
ties ?’’ I asked. 

“She does more now than ever, because, 
being with me, she finds out more about the 
needs of the sick and afflicted. She is the 
head of a King’s Daughters’ band 
here. It’s differently carried on from the others. 
She calls mectings to make assignmenis to 
each girl. directing the work she wishes done 
and the girls’ reports of their work are given to 
her alone. No girl knows what the other has 
done, or is doing, unless they happen to mect 
each other in some of their visits to the poor.’ 

THE ATLANTA KING’S DAUGHTERS. 

A meeting of the King’s Daughters was 
held yesterday morning at Mrs. William 
Dickson’s, and a great deal of in- 
terest was manifested. The ladies present 
were Mrs. Dickson, Mrs. Lollie Belle Wylie, 
Misses Delia Foraker, Maude Ruke, Lilly 
Orme, Jessie Culpepper, Annie Lou Winter, 
Kva Winter, Emma Lee English, Annie May 
Halland Julia Culpepper. Mrs. Dickson’s 
band lias beeu supporting a mother and three 
children at the Industrial home, and they will 
soon have to attend the wants of three 
more needy children whose mother is ill and 
helpless. Mrs. Dickson leaves soon for the 
summer, and she toid the girls that she would 
leave the work in their hands, expecting one 
of the band to visit the home once a week. 
She gave each girl two cards to be signed by 
any friends who would agree to contribute 
twenty-five cents a month to aid their good 
work in the Industrial and Louise homes. 

Mrs. Dickson wil] return in September, and 
then entertainments will be given for the 
benefit of the charities in which ner band is 
interested. 

Mrs. Grady, Mrs. Peel and many other 
ladies have otfered their homes to the King’s 
Daughters for entertainments. 

Mrs. Dickson spoke of hospitals and the 
interest she felt in them. She said her 
band could not help in the movement 
just at present, their hands being full, but 
that when autumn came they mustall look in- 
to the subject, and work for the establishment 
of a place where the sick can be well cared for. 
Some of the young ladies said a hospital was 
needed now very much by the Industrial 
home,as some of the children were always 
sick. It was decided that when a hospital was 
built, Mrs. Dickson’s band should take a ward 
in it for their sick from the Industrial 
home, of course allowing the use of vacant 
beds to any other poor persons needing them. 
Miss Foraker told a touching story of a desti- 
_ family in the Presbyterian mission. She 
said: 

“It was a large family. I don’t know how 
many children. They were respectable people, 
and too proud to beg. The mother was bed- 
ridden and the father was prostrated by ill- 
ness. <A poorstreet (@r driver discovered their 
destitution and supplieé them with provisions 
for many weeks.’’ 

Sometimes good women make funny mis- 
takes through their charity and kindhearted- 
ness. 

Mrs. Dickson said: 

“One evening [I was out driving, and met 
the convicts coming home. A white man 
among them seemed desperately ill, and he 
had such a kind, innocent face. The memory 
of him haunted me all night. I was trying to | 
think of some way of getting him released, 
for Iwas sure he was innocent. I went out the 
nextday aud asked the man in charge of 
the convicts about the one who had so ex- 
cited my sympathy the day before. 
‘The man seems sick and looks very piteous. 
I want to do something for him,’ Isaid; ‘I’m 
sure he must. be innocent.’ 

***Ves, ma’am, he’s pretty sick,’ the keeper 
replied, “but he’s aright bad man. He killed 
his wife in cold bleod, and that’s what he’s 
here for.’’’ 

“My mother and I,” said Mrs. -Wylie, 
“nursed a sick confidence man once, 
and, when he left, he told us ‘the 
cause of his wasted condition 
was the result of soap-pills taken in order to 
make him sick, so he wouldnt have to work’’. 

These stories reminded me of what a woman 
said, whose life was.given up to charity. *‘You 
have todo good for good’s sake very often,” 
she said, ‘‘because so many of these people one 
works for have no grattitude or honor. You 
just have to remember their need and forget 
all else, and, if you do this, the good you do 
wili benefit your own nature, no matter how 
ungrateful are the receivers thereof.”’ 

It is by this beautiful rule that the women 
of our city are working. They will have their 
trials and some will be ungrateful, but there 
are many poor people who willappreciate their 
kindness as long as life lasts. Mrs.»Dickson’s 
band have paid their debts and haye a bank 
account. 

They say: ‘We don’t need much help and 
have to do very little outside begging, but if 
some of the merchants would occasionally send 
flour and other provisions to the Louise home 
such things would be welcome.’’ M.A. A, 

Mrs. Dickson has made arrangements to 
carry the children of the Louise Home to 
Grant’s park for an airing Wednesday after- 
noon.

My brigade, together with that of General 
Jackson, filed to the right and formed facing the 
river, and endeavored to press forward to the water’s 
edge, but in attempting to mount the last ridge we 
were met by afire from a whole line of batteries 
protected by Infantry. and assisted by shells from 
the gunboats. Our men struggled yainly to ascend 
the hill, which was very steep, making charge 
after charge without success, but continued to 
fight until) night closed hostilities on both sides, 
During the engagement,Gage’s battery was brought 


up to our assistanee, but suffered so severely that it 
was soon compelied to retire. This “was the sixth

General I. K. Jackson, of the same division 
(Withers’s), of Bragg’s corps, reporting on the 
26th of April, 1862, or twenty days after the 
battle, is equally specific upon all the points 
involved in this passage of his report: 

My brigade was ordered to change direction again, 
face toward Pittsburg, where the enemy appeared 
to have made his lust stand, andto advance upon 
him, General Chalnier’s brigade being again on my

Here in the hot pursuit, the twenty-first and 
twenty-tifth Alabama became separated from me in 
the woods, and before I had time to find them I re- 
ceived an order fom Gencral Withers to form or 
the extreme left, where I remained until night came 
on, (with twenty-second Alabama and first Louis- 
jana, 224 men, with fifteen rounds of ammunition), 
and then attempted to get back to the camp I had 
left, (federal), but got to a differentone. My men 
being now completely exhausted, and not having 
had anything to eatsince morning.—{Reb. Rees., 
Vol. x, p, I, p. 488 

Now, as to the colonels of the regiments of 
this, division (Withers’s), here are their state- 
ments touching the last hours of the 6th of 
April; statements that were before Generals 
Bragg and Withers when they wrote their re- 
ports. Lientenant Colonel W. D. Chadwick, 
commanding Twenty-sixth Alabama, as early 
as April 12th, reports that: — 

Having only about 200 men left, and seeing that 
they must all be sacrificea if { remained, without 
gelding avy material advantage, I withdrew them 

a Wood in the rear of a field and awaited orders, 
Finding no one to whom 1 could report, and the 
men being quite exhausted, I moved back to the 
enemy’s camp, near where we had entered in the 
forenoon. .* * * Colonel! Coilart was abie to join 
us at that place, and ordered the regiment a few 
hundred yards further back, where we spent the

olonel Joseph Wheeler (commanding Nine- 
ceenth Alabama, Jackson’s brigade, Withers’ 
division), states that having been ordered to 
charge the enemy with his regiment to the 
river, after passing through the deep ravine 
below the lowest camp, the regiment was 
halted (by whose ordershe does not report) 
Within 400 yards of the river and remained 
ready to move forward for half an hour, when 
night came on, and we were ordered to the 
rear. (Reb. Recs., Vol. X, P. 1, P. 559). Col 
one! John C. More, commanding Second regi- 
ment of Texas infantry, under date of April 
Wth; 1862, reports to General Withers: 

After advancing about halfa mile we came toa 
deép ravine and formed ourselves in front ofa 
heayy battery of the enemy atthe distance ot 400 


or XO yards: They opened on us

First 
Lieutenant Daniel Gallaher was sent to look for 
ainmunition soon after we took thiscamp. He did 
not return and is supposed to have n taken 
prisoner,.’’ (Ibid p, 562.) 

‘The foregoing statements, especially of the 
three brigade commanders, Chalmers, Jack- 
s0n and Deas, as well as of Colonel Wheeler 
(a graduate of West Point) and Colonel Moore, 
cortainly give such a picture of the condition 
of their several brigades and regiments that, 


had General Withers been brought before a 


court martial for the statement in his official 
report, made on the 20th of June, 1862, which 
we shall cite, any such court must have found 
him guilty of conduct that I need not specify 
atthistime. The language in question is as 
follows: 
| “This division was moyed promptly forward, al- 
though some regiments had not succeeded in get- 
ting a supply of ammunition,and had just entered a 
deep and precipitous ravine when the enemy 
opened a terrific fire upon it. Staff officers were 
immediately dispatched to bring up all the rein- 
forcements to be found, and the order was given to 
brigade commanders to charge the batteries. These 
orders were being obeyed, when, to my astonish- 
ment, a large portion of the command was observed 
to move rapidly by the left flank from under the 
fre of theenemy. Orders were immediately scnt 
to arrest the commanding officers and for the troops 
to be promptly placed in position to charge the bat- 
teries. Information was soon brought, however, 
that it was by General Beauregard’s orders, deliv- 
ered thus y to brigade commanders, that the 
led froin under the fire of 
the enemy's gunboat. Thus ended the fight on 
ny and thus was this command Et 
@u evil sorely felt the next day.’’ (ibid p. )

ion that simultaneonsly with this order to re- 
tire out of action, Bragg, having placed him in 
coinmnand of all the troops ep the right, and 
‘it being now near dark, the order was given 
to fall back halfa mile and bivouac for the 
pe ’ And just here itis noteworthy that 

ithers did not lodge that night with the 
troops of hisown division, but with Colonel 
Martin of Breckinridge’s division, from which 
the charitable deduction is that he was unable 
to find his own troops, for otherwise it was his 
duty to be with and attend to their reorganiza- 
tion and readiness forthe next day. Hence, 
if there be significance in words, he makes it 
clear that such was the absolute lateness of the 
hour that had the attempt been made to carry 
the federal batteries—whose fire he character- 
izes 6 as’”-s«scterrific—with such troops as 
were there assembled, it would have resulted 
in an awful butchery and dispersion of all em- 
ployed in so insensate, so preposterous an 
undertaking, and such must be the verdict of 
any militaryman who may studiously read 
the reports of the subordinate officers of 
Withers’s three brigades, and bearin mind the 
formidable line of fifty old pieces of ‘artillery 
which Webster had improvised,and which 
Buell had so opportunely Bupported with 
Ammen’s fresh brigade. Nor was it materially 
different with the other division of Bragg‘’s 
corps, for Ruggles, who commanded it, and 
who did splendid service that day, especially 
in the capture of Prentiss, reports: 

Subsequently (to Prentiss’ surrender) while ad- 
vancing towards the river, I reeeived instructions 
from General Bragg to carry forward all the troops 
I could find. Lreceived from Colonel Augustin no- 
tice of General Beaurevard’s orders to withdraw 
from the further pursuit, and finding soon after- 
wards that the forces were falling back, I retired 
with them just asnight set in, to the open field in 
the rear, and asl received no further orders, I di- 
rected General Anderson and Colonel Gibson to 
hold their troops in readiness with their arms clean- 
ed and cartridges supplied for service the next day. 
—(Ibid p 472.) 

General Patton Anderson thus describes the 
situation with his brigade: 

The sun was now near the western horizon—the 
battle around us bad ceased torage. I met General 
Ruyzles, who directed me to take a road which was 
not far to my left and to move down it in the direc- 
tion of the river. [had not proceeded far, when 
overtaking me, he ordered a halt tillsome artillery 
could be taken tothe front, when he would give 
me further directions. Soon after halting several 
brigades,composing portions of @enerals Poik’s and 
Hardee’s commands filed across ‘the road in 
front of me, and moved off to the lett at aright 
angle tothe road, and commenced forming line of 
battle in an open tield.and woods beyond. Several 
batteries passed down the road in the direction of 
Pittsburg. One soon returned and filed off into the 
field where the infantry was forming. Theenemy’s 
eunboats now opened fire. General Ruggties directed 
me to move forward a short distance, and by inclin- 
ing to the right to gain a little hollow, which would 
probably afford beiter protection formy men against 
shell than the position Itheu occupied. I gained 
the hollow and called a halt, ordering the men to 
take cover behied the hill and neara little ravine 
which traversed the hollow. We occupied this posi- 
tion some ten or fifteen minutes, when one of General 
Rugeles’s staff direeted me to retire tothe enemy’s 
camp, beyond the range of his floating guns. In 
filing off from this position several men were killed 
and meny wounded by the exploding shells of the 
enemy: it was nowtwilight. As soon as we had 
placed a hill between tus and the gunboats the 
troops Moved slowly, and apparently with reluc- 
tance, from the direction of the river. It was eight 
o’clock at night before we had reached a bivouac, 
near General Bragg’s headquarters, and in the 
darkness of the night the Twentieth Louisiana and 
portion of the Seventeenth Louisiana and Con‘eJer- 
ate Guards got separated from that portion of the 
command with which 1 was encamped on other 
ground. By theassistance of my staff the where- 
abouts of the whole command was aseertained be- 
fore we sie} t.”’ (1bid p. 499.) 

Colonel Randall Lee Gibson is very meagre 
in hisreport as to what his brigade did aiter 
3 p.m., but here is all that he says of what was 
dene after Prentiss’s surrender. 

In obedience to orders we moved with the main 
body of the army towards the river. I was given 
comimand by Brigadier General Ruggles to retire 
my command from the fire of the gunboats. In this 
movement considerable disorcer ensued. owing to 
the fact that all the troops were cioscly massed. 
My whole command was kept together for the 
night except the Ninoteenth Louisiana Volunteers. 
Colonel B. L. Hodge, who in spite of exertion of 
his own, did not succeed in reporting to me until 
after the battle of the 7th, (I bid p. 480). 

As for Colonel Pond commanding the third 
brigade of Ruggles’s division of Bragg’s corps, 
touching his operations after 4 p. m., relating 
a charge made by his forces, pursuant to an or- 
der from General Hardee, he says: 

This brought my troops under the fire of the ene- 
my’s batteriesand three of his regiments in an ob- 
lique column instead of line of battle, and the fire 
became so destructive that the troops recoiled under 
it, (Hurlbat’s division, see reb. recs., vol. x, p. 1. 
p 205.) The 18th Lowisiana (Monton’s) suffered se- 
verely in this charge; also the Orleans Guards; the 
16th Louisiana less than either, being on the right, 
and cousequently in what micht be called the rear 
ofthe column. As my troops were advancing to 
this charge we again received a severe fire from our 
own troops on the right, which, added to.the fire 
from the enemy, almost disorganized the command. 
In order to reform we were compelléd to fall back 
about 150 yards to the enemy’s maia_ Carp, 
where we rejoined Colonel Looney with his 
regiment, * * The charge made on the enemy’s 
battery, in which the Eighteenth regiment suffered 
so severely. was not in accordance wiih my judg- 
ment. * * I was alone (in the quarter of Owl 
creek) without anything to support my-own rear or 
the left of the general line, and therefore feit it my 
duty to take any step with extreme caution and to 
keep my force in hand to hold Owl creek agalust 
any and every contingency. 

“When igh} cime,’’ as he goes on to state, he 
found himself "considerably in advance of our gen- 
eral front, and so fell back, without orders,’’ be it 
noted, from bis corps commander, and “slept 


' within a mile of the river and 400 yards of the fed- 


eral line.’ (Ibid p, 518.) 

Itistobe noted that the 18th Louisiana 
lost 207 officers and men either killed or 
wounded in this ill judged eharge. This 
brigade was not in the quarter of the field 
with General Bragg, and I refer to the reports 
of Colonel Pond, Colonel Monton, Major 
Gober (16th Louisiana), Colonel] Marshall J. 
Smith and Colonel Looney, 35th Tennessee, 
chiefly to show that no order reached them to 
retire, and that up to the very edge of night 
they were being employed-on the confederate 
left, by orders of General Hardee in desultory, 
resultless though bloody conflicts. Colonel 
Fagan, of Gibson’s brigade, writing as éarly as 
the 9th of April, states: 

It was late in the afternoon when the enemy 
were repulsed and were tollowed in the direction 
of the river (after the capture of Prentiss). That 
night we slept in the enemy’s tents, worn with

. Evidently Colonel Fag@in had not heard of 
the ‘‘Lost opportunity,” when he wrote, nor 
had Colonel H. W. Allen at the date of his 
report of April 10th, neither had Captain 
Dubroca «of the 13th Louisiana), who com- 
manded the regiment at tlre close of the action. 
Colonel Hodge of the Ith Louisiana (Gibson’s 
brigade) is thus specific as to the lateness of the 
hour: 

After the enemy were driven from this strong- 
hold (which Prentiss and Wailace had held) we, 
with several brigades, moved towards the river. It 
was then nigh sunset. In accordance with your 
order Gibson’s) we commenced falling back about 
dusk, and being separated from the brigade, I con- 
ducted the regiment to the camp of the enemy 
where I had established a tem porary hospital during 
the day. I wasin the saddle filla late hour of the 
night endeavoring to fmd your headquerters but un- 
able todoso, Reb. Recs, Vol. X. P. 1 P. 493. 

Captain W. G. Poole, commanding the 
Florida battalion, as early as April 12th, re- 
,0rts that, after the successful affair with 

rent:. 8 battalion, with a portion~ of: the 
brigade, (fatton Andersen’s) proceeded ‘for- 
ward within range of the heavy guns on the 
Tennessee river, where “‘we were for some 
time exposed tothe enemy’s shells. * * * 
We then fell back tothe enemy’s camp and 
bivouaced for the night.’’, (1bid, page 505.) 

Colonel Charles Jones (Seventh Louisiana) 
as early as the 11th of April reports that, after 
taking part in the successful operation against 
Prentiss, General Anderson, his brigade com-- 
mander, came up with the Twentieth Louisana 
and ordered the line formed: 

Atthis moment I-was wounded in the left arm 
with a minie ball and retired. After having my 
wound dressed I immediately returned to the field 
in search of my command. Fell in with General 
Ruggies and reported myself to him, He invited me 
toremain with him, as the action was drawing to 
2 close. The enemy having retired and left us in 
possession of the tield, and being unable to find 
more than fifty of my command, I with my adjutant 
(also wounded) retired with this small force to the 
ambulance depot to assist the wounded, and retired 
forthe night. (Ibid. page 506.) 

Colonel W. A. Stanley, (9th Texas) of the 
same brigade and division of Bragg’s corps, 
reported on the 15th of April: 

In the meantime firing continued incessantly on 
our right; we were then ordered to join the com- 
mand in that direction, which was reported to have 
the encmy badly routed and driving them toward 
their gunboats. After proceeding some distance 
we found ourselves in the runge of shot and shell 
firedfrom the boats and vicinity. At this point 
night put a close to the action of the day of the 6th. 
We retired from this point to form our encampment 
for the night, our troopsbeing more or less scattered, 
some having been completely exhausted by the 
fatigues of the day. We then fi rmedin twogronps, 
leaving one to —a on the battleficld and the 
other near the general hospital. {Ibid p. 509.] 

Such is the uniform statement made imme- 
diately after the battie by .all the officers of 
rie corps, whose reportshave been pub- | 
] » and not a word is to he found.te justify 
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Generals Bragg and Withers in the assertion 
that the forces under them atthe time the pre- 
cautionary order was received to withdraw out 
of the immediate fire of the gunboats, would 
have been able, before the darkness of night 
set in, to carry the ridge occupied by Webster’s 
fifty odd guns, supported by Ammen’s brigade 


of Buell’s army, as also by the 
remains of Hurlburt’s, Stuart's and 
W H. Wallace’s brigades, and 


certain other fragmentary commands that had 
been organized at the river side by Grant out 
of the best material of his broken regiments. 
Upon this og Ammen’s personal diary 
dated on the 7th of April, is much more 
specific and full than his official report, that I 
must be excused for quoting at length from my 
former West Point professor, as follows: 

Generel Nelson wentover in the first boat with 
the Thirty Sixth Indiana, Colonel Grose; General 
Nelson ordered metoremain and see my brigade 
over. * * * * Qn the top of the banks near 
some buildings Ifouundthe Thirty Sixth Indiana 
party formedin line, * * * Here too were Gener- 
al Grant, Buell and Nelson, * * * * General 
Grant directed me to support the battery about 60 
to.100 yards to the left of the road, which was done 
as soon as the line Gould be formed, probably 
three or four minutes, Generals Buell and Nelson 
assisting the Thirty Sixth Indiana, and part of the 
Sixth Ohio Volunteers Infantry, were placed in 
position behind the crest of the hill. near the bat- 
tery, the left protected by a deep ravine parallel to 
the river and-having water in it, 

General Buell himself, who had reached 
Pittsburg Landing ahead of Ammen with his 
chief of staff, Colone] Fry, reports on the 15th 
of April, 1852: 

it (Ammicn’s brigade) was immediately posted to 
meet the attack at that point and, with a battery of 
artillery which happened to be on the ground and 
was brought into action, opened fire upon the ene- 
my and repulsed him. The action of the gunboats 
also contributed very much to that result. The at- 
tack upon that point was not renewed, night hay- 
ingcome on, and the fire ceased on both sides.”’ 
Ibid C. 299, 

The right about three hundred yards from the land- 
ing. General Buell selected the position and was 
with us when the rebels reached the crest of the 
hill, received our fire, were shaken, fell back, ad- 
vanced again, ete. The assaults of the enemy were 
met by our troops and successfully resisted. About 
five minutes after we were in position the rebels 
made the first attack, and kept on a quarter to haif 
an hour (dusk) when they withdrew. Our loss was 
only one man killed. We were down the slope of 


the hill, and, the enemy firing before they 
depressed their pieces, the balls went 
over our heads, our men, in the _ hurry, 


fired the same way, the ball followed the slope of 
the ground and were destructive. (Reb recs. vol 
x, part 1, page 330-34). 

The hour that Ammen’s brigade marched up 
the hill from Pittsburg landing and the late- 
ness of the repulse is thus reported by General 
Nelson as early as April 10th: ’ 

ALSp.m., the head of my column marched up 
the bank at Pittsburg landing and took up its posi- 
tion in the road under fire of the rebel artifery, so 
close had they approached the landing. J found a 
semi-circle of artillery, totally unsupported by in- 
fantry whose fire was the only check to the auda- 
cious approach ofthe enemy. The Sixth Ohio and 
Thirty-sixth Indiana had scarcely deployed, when 
the left ofthe artillery was completely turned by 
the enemy andthe gunners fled from their pieces. 
The gallantry of the Thirty-sixth Indiana, support- 
ed by the Sixth Ohio, under the able concuct of 
Colonel Ammen drove back theenemy and restored 
the lineof battle. This was at 6:30 p. m. and soon 
after the enemy withcr2w, owing 1 suppose, to the 
dark ness.’’—Ibid p. 824. 

Further, and finally, General Prentiss, in his 
report, fixes the hour when he surrendered 
after one of the most resolute, obstinate de- 
fenses of an wuntrenched position that was 
made during the whole war. namely, at 5:40 p. 
m., while Colonel Gedde, of the Eighth Iowa, 
did not surrender his forces at this point until 
6 p. m. Colonel Grose, of the Thirty-Sixth 
Indiana, also reports, on the 8th of April, that 
“the firing continued until near dusk,” (Ibid 
p. 337); while Lieutenant-Colonel Nicholas L. 
Anderson, Sixth Ohio, reports that his regi- 
ment was disembarked at about 5 o’clock on 
the evening of the 6th (of April) and nrarched 
up the hill as quietly as possible, ‘‘and that 


-under Ammen’s orders it was placed in sup- 
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port of a battery,” (lbid p. 059). Further, 
Colonel F. C. Jones reports that **the Twenty- 
fourth Ohio was landed at 5:30 p. m. and 
formed in line of battle on the river hill,”’ 
(Ibid p. 339). 

General Hurlbut’s report (April 12) likewise 
serves to throw light upon the federal and-con- 
federate situation after the capture of Prentiss 
and he was forced back to the river: “On 
reaching the 24-pounder siege guns in battery,” 
he states, ‘‘I again succeeded in forming hne 
of battle in rear of the guns, and by direction 
of Major General Grant, Lassumed command 
of all the troopsthat come up. Broken regi- 
ments and disordered battalions came into line 
gradually upon my division, Major Cavender 
posted six of his 20-pounder pieces on my 
right, and I sent my aid to establish the light 
artillery, 3ll that could be found on my left, 
* * * many gallant soldiers and brave ofii- 
cers rallied steadily on the new line. * * * In 
a short time the enemy appeared on the crest 
of the ridge, led by the Eighteenth Louisiana 
but were cut to pieces by the murderous and 
steady fire of our artillery. Dr. Cornyn again 
took charge of one of the heavy 24-poanders 
and the fire of that gun was the one on which 
the fire of the other pieces concentrated. * * * 
Captain Gwin, United States navy, had called 
on me by one of his officers to mark the place 
the gunboats might open fire. I advised him 
to take wa position on the. left of my camp 
ground and open fire as soon as our fire was 
within that line. He didso-* * * And 
his fire-~was most effective in stopping the ad- 
vance of the enemy on Sunday afternoon and 
night... About dusk the firing ceased.” (Ibid 
page 205:) All the sub-reports of the officers 
of his Uivision confirm this statement that the 
contest only ceased at about dusk and that not 
until night come on did the enemy (confeder- 
ates) withdraw. 

If more evidence be necessary to show the 
absolate groundiessness of General Bragg’s 
averment, in effect that he would have car- 
ried the Webster position notwithstanding the 
pes battery of fifty odd guns that garnished 
it and the gunboats whose fire swept all the 
approaches thereto, certainly further credulity 
must now cease before the words of his staif 
surgeon, the eminent Dr. J. C. Nott, of Mo- 
bile, written as early as November 6th, 1867. 
After saying that he bad ridden by the side of 


t General Bragg through the greater part of the 


day; had been with him at the close of the 
batile and rede away with him after the battle 
was over, Dr. Nott added that, when beside 
Bragg on horseback at the close of the day, 
he heard him give orders to withdraw the 
troops from the field and also for their disposi- 
tion for the night,and that this ‘‘impression at 
the time was that General Bragg gave the order 
of his own responsibility.” * * * “Qur 
men,” explains Dr. Nott, ‘fimmediately in 
frontof whom we were standing, were too 
much demoralized and indisposed to advance 
in the face of the shells (from the gunboats), 
which were bursting over us in every direction, 
and my impression was (this was also the con- 
clusion of General Bragg) that our troops had 
done all that they would do, and had better be 
withdrawn. The scenein front of General 
Bragg and myself was one of considerable con- 
fusion. * * * Ifhehad receivedand dis- 
approved such an order (to retire), itis proba- 
bie that something would have been said 
about it.’”’ (Military operations o. ‘‘eneral 
Beautegard by Colonel Roman, p. 50..; Cape 
tain Clifton H. Smith, who car: ed to Brag 
the order that General Beauregard really di 
give, states that it was in these words: 

‘Ride to the frontand instruct General 
Bragg to arrestthe conflictand reform the 
lines.”? Smith also writes that he found Bragg 
‘in a slight ravine in rear of Ruggles’s division 
accompanied by his staffand escort.” * * * 
He had evidently but just retired from some 
portion of his line of battle. General Ruggles 
himself was immediately at hand. * * 
I am confident none of his troop#in that im- 
mediate quarter werein offensive action at 
that moment; for I can only remember hearing 
a dropping fire of musketry, and not the regu- 
lar rollof aline of battlein action’ which, 


once heard, is ever after easily 
recognized. I communicated your (Beau- 
regard) order to General Bragg in the 


exact words I had received it, without one syl- 
lable of comment, he (Bragg) transmitted the 
same to his division commanders ; * Gen- 
eral Bragg turning to me asked, can you con- 
duct me to the place where General Beaure- 
gard is at present? I replied in the affirma- 
tive, and we left the front, riding towards the 
point where I had parted with you (Beaure- 
gard), and where I had left you in conversa-- 
tion with General Prentiss, * * *. Whenl 
reached General Bragg, the troops appeared 
to me to be essentially ata standstill, judging 
from the character of the firing and the con- 
dition of those presented to ay er? 
I perfectly recollect walking with him (Bragg) 
after dismounting, to the spot where you 
were and calling his (Bragg’s) attention to the 
fact that he wasin your (Beauregard’s) pres- 
ence. ,lt was quite dark, and he was at first 
unable to distinguish you. The darkness set- 
tlesin my mind the time of our return to your 
headquarters.’ Smith further states, ciroum- 
stantially, that the distance tra by 
Bragg and himself was between one and two 
miles; no- mere, that is, not-exceeding twenty 


minutes in time. As will be seen in his report 
of February 7th, 1863, General Hardee connects 
himself with what I may here properly call by 
its right name, the conspiracy of the story of 
the ‘‘Lost Opportunity at Shiloh,” in words 
which rather suggest than outrightly express 
blame and criticism, towit: 

Upon thedeath of General Johnston, the com- 
mand having devolved upon General Beauregard 
the conflict was continued until near sunset, and 
the advance divisions were within a few hundred 
yards of Pittsburg, where the enemy huddled in 
confusion when the order to withdraw was receiv- 
ed, Thetroops were ordered to bivouaec on the 
field of battle. Exhausted by fastingand the toils 
of the day, scattered and dintéered by continued 
combat of twelve hours, many straggled to fing food 
amid the profuse stores of the enemy or she! in 
the forest, (Reb Recs vol. x, part 1, page 569-’70.) 

This paragraph is all literally true, but it 
does not give the whole of the truth of the sit- 
uation, and, whether framedor not to that 
end, it has been used to give gravamen to the 
theory that but for the order to withdraw out 
of action so complete a victory must have been 
gained, late as it was, or after sunset, as to 
have prevented any serious battle the next 
day. This preposterous supposition people are 
asked toaccept, and Hardee is saddened in 
effect by Colonel William Preston Johnston as 
having been of that belief. Hardee, who vir- 
tually confesses thatat sunset his men had 
been fighting twelve continuous hoars without 
food, and thathis ownecorps wasso utterly 
out of his own hands that he had to seek that 
night a sleeping place with Colonel Martin, of 
Breckinridge’s reserve division. 

Of his subordinates, who were in that quarter 
of the field where Hardee was personally pxes- 
ent, (the confederate left,) Brigadier General 
Cleburne, as distinguished subsequenty. for 
soldierly ability as for personal intrepidity, re- 
ports that after having exhausted his ammu- 
nition and been obliged to replenish it after 
much delay, he again advanced and continued 
to move forward until checked by a heavy fire 
from the enemy’s field artillery, (Hurlbut’s 
and McClernard’s troops as may be seen,) and 
gunboats. When this firing eeased he again 
advanced until halted by an aid from General 
Beauregard, who informed him that he was 
not to approch nearer the river. “It was now 
dark,’’ says Cleburne, ‘‘so Ireturned and en- 
camped near the Bark road. Every fifteen min- 
utes the enemy threw two shells from his 
gunboats, some of which bursted close among 
my men.’ (Ibid, page 582). Imay also add 
that from about 2,700 officers and men on the 
morning of the 6th of April, Cleburne found 
his brigade muster but 800 0n the morning of 
the 7th, (Ibid, p. 582). Brigadier-General 
Wood, who commanded Hardee’s third brig- 
ade, says that under orders from General Har- 
dee to move to the center and front, he took 
his troops under and beyond the shells of the 
runboats, until, coming. on a line of troops 

confederates) in .his front, he halted and 
ordered the men to rest, selecting a position 
the most secure from the shelling. From the 
shells, however, at this point he lost ten, kill- 
ed and wounded. ‘“‘Inashort time I saw,”’ 
says General Wood, ‘‘the line on my front 


moving to the rear. around.my right. 
A staff officer then ordgred me to fall 
back to the encampment we had last 


passed and to allow my men to get something 
to eat and rest for the night,’’ (Ibid p. 593). 
Here, as we see, were two lines of confederate 
troops, not about torush upon and capture the 
enemy, but inert when the order to fall back 
for the night reached them! Unhappily Gen- 
eral Breckinridge made no report. But 
Colonel Trabue, one of his brigade com- 
manders, has given a very full narrative of his 
most effective operations during the day, 
from which I had occasion to quote in the 
third paper of this series, and from which it 1s 
to be seen that, after halting to allow two of 
his. regiments to exchange their guns for En- 
field rifles captured from Prentiss, he moved 
forward to rejoin Breckinridge, who, with 
Stratham’s and -Bowen’s brigades, was 
occupying thé front line, being on the 
crest of the hill. fer high land), over- 
looking the narrow valley of the Tennes- 
see river, on which and near by was Pittsburg 
landing. ‘‘Having been halted here for more 
than an hour,” says Trabue, ‘‘we endured a 
most terrific cannoenade and shelling from the 

unboats. * * * From this position, when 
it was nearly dusk, we were ordered to the 
rear to encamp, which movement was effected 
in good order * * * in darkness of the 
night.’’ (Ibid, page 616.) Colonel Martin, 
who cammanded Breckinridge’s second brig- 
ade, after Bowen. was wounded, also reports 
that when within from 300 to 400 yards of the 
river, the enemy opened on “his troops with 
their gunbeats and two batteries in position 
near the river bank, which sounded terribly 
and looked ugly and hurt but few. Our men 
began to discover the fact.’’ (Ibid, p. 622.) 
He does not say, however, that any order was 
given by General Bragg either to advance 
or to prepare to advance, all this time, or that 
any advance or assault was made, But he 
goes on to say: 

“Being near night, I fell back, by an order from 
General Bragg, to the first encampment in the tents 
furthest from the river where we staid all night. 
* * * Major General Hardee and Geéncral With- 
ers came to our encampment where they remained 
ell night.” ({lbid page 622.) 

Dunlap, commanding the Ninth Arkansas of 
the same brigade, thus reports April 14th, 1562: 

Continuing to follow the enemy until the position 
became ofextreme peril, placed, as we were, 
tween two batteries, both pouring destructive 
volleys of grape and cannisterfinto our ranks, In 
this posiuen: we received orders to fall back toa 
safe position and await further orders. By this 
time night came on. 

Colonel Martin withdrew, *,* this closed 
the fighting of the 6th of April he stated, add- 
ing that the loss of the regiment was about 100 
killed and wounded [Tbid 625].! And this brings 
us to General Polk, the Jast of the three corps 
commanders of the confederate army at 
Shilch, referred to by Colonel Jobnston as 
having belioved that the “victory was won 
and would have been consumated by the cap- 
ture of Grant’sarmy’’ * * But for Beaure- 
gard’s ‘order of withdrawal,’”’: late as it was 
when that order reached anybody; that is to 
say, on the very edge of dusk and before even 
the partial execution of which the darkness of 


| night had settled upon both armies to such an 


extent that corps and division and brigade, 
and even regimental commanders, were sepa- 
rated from their commands until the next 
morning and even later. General Polk, is to 
be noted, tixes 5 o’clock as the time that his 
‘line’ attacked the somnay? troops 
the last that were left upen-the field, in an en- 
campment ‘‘to his right. Theattack wasmade 
front and flank. ‘The resistance was sharp 
but short. [Reb. Recs., vol. x, p. 1, p. 409.] 
This refers to the attack upon and surrender 
of Prentiss, which Prentisa himself reports 
took place at 5:30 p.m. The details which 
General Polk deggrihes as incident to that sur- 
render, includin® the arrangements for send- 
ing 2,000 prisoners to the rear with the disposi- 
tion of their arms could hardly have eceupied 
less than halfan hour. That must have made 
it at least as. late as 6 o’clock before 
such disposition could be made and 
leave ‘‘the field clear,’’ as he says it was be- 
fore the troops with him—now uniled with 
those of General’s Bragg and Breckinridge as 
also Cheatham with one brigade of his own 
(Polk’s) corps could possibly be ready to ad- 
vance in that vigorous manner which he as- 
serts must have made it “‘the most brilliant 
victory of the.war,’’ as. there was ‘‘an hour or 
more.of day light still left,’’ (Ibid D- 410), Of 
course as the sun wens down not later than 
6:25 on the 6th of April, on the field of Shiloh, 
General Polk, writing nearly six months after 
the battle indisputably was in erroras to the 
actual hour.as well as to the readiness of his 
troops for any further vigorous operations that 
day. However, from my personal knowledge 
of Generals Polk, Brace, and Hardee I am 
led to say that General Polk was the only one 
of them who could haye believed—when he 
wrote the substance of what 1 have quoted— 
that it wasstillin the power of confederate 
forces he bpecitied, to have captured what re- 
mained of the federal army, some 
twenty .odd thousand men, at least, 
exclusive of Ammen’s brigade, notwith- 
standmg the lateness of the hour, 
and notwithstanding that the troops were 
disarrayed, and for the most part, out of 
the hands of their proper commanders, from 
corps to companies, as is not honestly deniable. 
We must now see, however, from the reports 
of his several division, brigade and regimental 
commanders, as tothe condition of their re- 
spective commands— whether there were really 
any rational grounds for General Polk’s belief 
that his troops were capable of the vigorous 
assault that was essential to make the confed- 


erate operations at that late hour a 
triumphant success. GeneralA. P. Stewart, 
a professionally educated soldier, who 


fell into command of Polk’s first division by 
the disablement of General Clark, reports that 
after the capture of Prentiss in which his im- 
mediate command had no part, under the or- 
ders of General Polk, he ved toward 
“our left to the support of some Louisiana reg- 
iments,” (with the second and thirty-third and 
fifth Tennessee regiments.) 

“In passing through the ‘ woods,’ Stewart 


| continned, “the fifth Tennessee 


to a road, and thence by the left flank along 
the road to the camp where ers were 
captured. ‘We finally took position, under the 
orders of General Breckinridge to aid in the 
pursuit of the enemy, which was checked by 
the fire ofthe gunboats!’’ Nothing here as- 
suredly indicated the existence of that ardor 
of which their corps commanders sa 
so much in reports which they avoided to duti- 
fully render to General Beaure , while call- 
won, Ee promptly for those due their own 
subordinates ; an avoidance of duty in which, 
I take this immediate occasion to say, they 
were favored by-my illness and absence from 
the duties of my office from about the midd) 
of May upto the very eve of ’s 
separation from the army. But for thiscasualt 
I am very sure the re in question wo 
have been elicited before the close of May, and 
Idare to say, moreover, they would have 
reached my oftice—at least those of Bragg and 
Hardee— essentially free from or not stuffed 
and effusing with that suggested and directed 
blame of their commanding general which have 
made the reports, subsequently transmitted, 
without even approximate similars inthe whole, 
round of official military literature. How lit- 
tle prepared, after the surrender of Prentiss, 
three of his regiments, the Twelfth, Thirteenth 
and Twenty-second Tennessee regiments of 
Stewart’s division, were to vigorously assail 
the enemy in the mannerso sanguinely fan- 
cied by General Polk,is shown by Colonel 
Russell, their brigade commander, in these 
definitive words: 

The prisoners being disposed of, I made prepara- 
tions to move the forces under my command for- 
ward toward the river, but Colonel Freman (22d) 
reported his regiment out of ammunition. The 
Twelfthand Thirteenth regiments coming up at 
this time, beingin the same condition, 1 ordered 
details to proceed to the enemy’s campand supply 
them. This being done, General Cheatham direct- 
ed a line to be formed in rearof the encampment 
and await further orders. The gunboats kept upan 
incessant fire of shotand shell, After waiting in 
this position some time orders were reeeived from 
General Bragg to fall back out ofthe range of the 
gunboats and encamp for the night. (Ibid p. 418.) 

The Eleventh Louisiana, another regiment 
of Russell’s brigade, having become separated 
from the other regiments apparently much 
earlier in the day, its lieutenant colonel, R. 
H. Barrow, givesa sketch of the disjointed 
condition in which his regiment, for example, 
had fallen as early as 3 p. m. 

The engagement wasnow general; the fighting 
desperate; our men hurried from point to point as 
exigencies required, until those who had up to this 
time remained together were greatly cut up and di- 
vided, renderirg it impossible to rally any consider- 
able number upon any one point. From this time 
and in this manuer a large majority, if not all of our 
men, I believe, continued to fight throughout the 
day. I was ordered toward even by Captain 
Blake {of Polk's general staff] to take my positiou 
with what men I] had, on the outeene [oumicere te 
left, where 1 remained {unengaged evidently] unti 
the fighting of the day bad ceused; after which I 
started back to find our hospital, hoping there to 
find the majority, if mot all ef our regiment assem- 
bied.’’ {Ibid, p. 427.] 

He did not find it, however, in the night, 
and was able next morning only to assenrble 
some sixty odd of his men. Lieutenant-Col- 
onel J. H. Bell [Ibid, p 423] confirms Col- 
anel Russell's report just cited, as also does 
Colonel A. J. Vaughn, Thirteenth Tennessee, 
in these terms: 

At this time heavy firing commenced on our 
right, and I was ordered to support it. I did so 
where I met with General Cheatham, who ordered 
me toremein where I was uplil further orders. 
Here I received an order from Colonel Russell to 
fall back to the rear of his regiment, [Twelfth Ten- 
nessee}] and proceed down the river until we came 
under the fire of the enemy’s gunboats. It being 
now near about dark, I was ordered back toanen- 
campment, whereI took quarters for the night*”’ 
(Ibid, p 425.) 

Major James A, Neely, commanding Thir- 
teenth Arkansas of Stewart’s brigade, reports 
that having been severely hagdled and beaten 
back in a somewhat early part ofthe day, until 
reinforced by General Beatregard, he returned 
into action and pursued the enemy to near the 
river, where he remained with the regiment 
“under the bombs from the gunboats until 
dark. We then repaired southeast, near Gen- 
eral Stewart’s hospital, at which we encamped 
for the night.” (Lbid p..431.) And here is a 
report which certainly does not accord with the 
story of the readiness and organization of the 
troops in the advance, after Prentiss was over- 
come, for a vigorous onset in such force as to 
assure the capture of Grant’s army at the 
river side. I refer to these words in the report 
Lieutenant-Colonel Strahl, commanding the 
First regiment Tennessee Volunteers: 

“I then marched the regiment a short distance to 
the rear, had the men wipe out their guns, many of 
then being so dirty they conld not load, fill their 
cartridge boxes and replenish their canteens with 
water. We then marehed forward into line, and 
continued in line until after dark, when we fell 


back in order to get out of reach of the shelis from 
the gun boats.” (Inia p. 432.) 
Lieutenant Colonel C. D. Venable, ‘com- 


manding the Fifth Tennessee, of Stewart’s 
brigade, judging from his report, could. not 
have been a part of that puissant force which 
was about to swoop down upon, throttle and 
carry off from under the guns of the naval 
vessels the whole federal army after 6 o’clock 
in the afternoon of an April day. for after 
having by a movement of his regiment, as he 
reports, ‘closed the only avenue of escape”’ 
for General Prentiss and thus assured his cap- 
ture, he next flanked tothe left about three 
hundred yards and halted to rest; but ma few 
moments ‘‘the shelling from the gunboats 
was so severe as to be unbearable, killing and 
wounding several ot (his). men,’’ whereupon 
he “retired toa ravine and remained until 
dusk, and then moved baek and encamped for 
the night.’’ (Reb. Recs, vol. x, part i. p. 
434.) Again, Colonel A. W. Campbell, com- 
mander of the Thirty-third Tennessee of the 
same division, (Stewart’s) as may be seen, 
having expended the ammunition of the right 
wing of his regiment, he halted it until ammnu- 
nition could be procured; which detained them 
for some time, “after which advancing toward 
the river until night we returned to the cross 
roads, and bivouaced near the cross 
roads.’’ (Ibid, p. 435.) Amdnow I have to 
quote the report of General Cheatham, dated 
April 30, which is wholly irreconcilable with 
and subversive of the story of the Lost 
Opportunity : “Broken and routed he 
(enemy) apparently: from all directions 
seemed flying toward the river and our own 
forces as generally closing upon him. * * * 
With the balance of my command,I pressed 
forward and jomed Colonel Maney, who had 
now become my advance, and hadin pursnit 
captured and sent to the rear many of the ene- 
my. About this time a halt was made for the 
purpose of seme concentration of our forces for 
a@ concer upon ‘the enemy, then 
understood to have concentrated on the river 
bank, under the shelter of the gunboats, from 
which at the time an active shelling was being 
kept up on our advance. Myown and ‘other 
commands came rapidly forward, but many 
regiments having entirely exhausted their 
ammunitien, a halt of some time was necessary 
for the purpose of replenishing. The day was 
now far advanced, and before the proper prep- 
arations were made darkness prevented further 
operations that day, and-all commands were 
withdrawn for the night outof range of the 
shells from the enemy’s guuboats.’”’—{Ibid.

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BLACK BART'S LOSS, 


The School Mistress, Who Nev- 
er Fainted for Any Man, ; 


MEETS THE NOTED DESPERADO 


And They Play Poker—He Holds s Stiff Hand 
but a Woman’s Pluck Wins.

San Jose, Cal., June 20.—The recent appear- 
ance of ‘‘Black Bart’’ in the San Joaquin yal- 
Jey has set California to wondering if this, at 
one time most daring and eccentric rolber and 
highwayman, contemplates resuming the busi- 
ness that he made so successful ten years ago. 

Ten years ago “Black Bart’ heid up stage 
coaches on the roads of northern and cezitral 
California, and put the Wells-Fargo express 
company to much expense to ‘protect their 
property frgm him. Ten years ago he became 
too daring, and one night while under the in- 
fluence of liquor he reeled through the steel 
of Redding shooting his revolvers at the door- 
ways and windows, and subsequently - landed 
in the penitentiary at San Quinten to serve a 
term of ten years which expired about two 
months ago. 

In face and figure ‘‘Black Bart’’ was a hand- 
some man. He was of Mexican parentage, and 
possessed the tall, straight figure of that race. 
He let his glossy hair grow long and it fell like 
a silken vei! over his shoulders. His dark and 
perfect features were rendered 

: DOUBLY ATTRACTIVE 
by a black mustache that curved gracefully 
across his upper lip. 

In all his career as a highwayman he was 
never kuown to kill a person, though his nefa- 
rious business was carried on at the point of a 
revolver or ritle, and his body bears many scars 
made by bullets from the guns of watchful 
guards when he became too venturesome. His 
hobby was to rifle mail sacks, ane he never was 
in better spirits than when he had held upa 
mail coach, relieved the driver and passengers 
of their arms, money and jewelry, and, with 
his rifle within easy reach, sat down near his 


helpless victims and keeping one eye on them * 


ripped open love letters, business notes, regis- 
tered letters, read the contents or a part of 
them to his listeners and tuck them back into 


; . ° 4 
the}mail{pouch through a rent in the side,made 


by his knife, a jumbled mass. 

One of the eccentricities of this strange rob- 
ber was to write a piece of poetry whenever he 
robbed the mail and shove it into the pouch 
when he had finished sorting out the valuable 

art of its contents. To these notes in rhyme 
e would always sign the nom de plume 
“Black Bart,’’ and as this he came to be 
known among men. In the. office of the war- 
den at the San Quinten penitentiary there are 
two bits of ‘‘Bart’s” poetry found in mail 
pouches that he rifled in 1869. They were writ- 
ten with a lead pencil, in a legible hand, which 
indicates that the man had from some source 
gathered 
' SOME FRAGMENTS 
of an ¢cducation. One of the poems, a qua- 
train, indicates his disgust at the poor haul he 
made, in the following words: 
I'm sorry I spent my time, 
Nipping up this mail, 
I cid.’t find money enough, 
To buy a feeding for a quail. 
—BLACK BART. 

Another, a distitch, tells of a profitable haul 

aud the writer’s satisiaction. It runs thus: 
such hauis as this is very rare; 
They soon would make mea millionaire. 
—BLACK BART. 

Two peculiarities of the man_ were his ten- 
der hearteaness and his courtesy to ladies. If 
he found money in a letter that had been sent 
by anyone to a relative and by the tone of the 
letter he was satistied that the person to whom 
it was addressed was in needy circumstances, 
he would inclose the money in the torn envel- 
ope and handing it to the driver, make him 
promise to haye it re-addressed when he 
reached town. He was extremcly polite to la- 
dies and was never known to take their money 
or jewelry, but if he found fire-arms concealed 
about them, he neyer hesitated in appropriat- 
ing them. , 

‘“Bhrt” once held up the coach running be- 
tween Marysville, Cal., and Carson City, Nev. 
There was a young man among the passengers, 
who had come out from the east and gone into 
the mountains for the benefit of his health. 
His Visit had only temporarily benefitted him 
and he was on his way home in the last stages 
of consumption. He had but littie over a hun- 
dred dollars, and when ‘Bart’? took it from 
his inside pocket he asked him where he was 

oing. 

“Home, to Massachusetts,’ replied the 
young man. * 

“Ts this all the money you’ve got?”’ inquired 
Bart.” 

‘‘Every cent, so help me God,”’ tremulously 
replied the young man, naturally thinking the 
highwayman suspected him of haying more 
money concealed about his person. 

‘Bart’ unbuckled a belt from around his 
waist and counting out $500 in gold, handed it 
to tlie astonished comsumptive and told him 
to get the best accommodations east the coun- 
try afforded. 

Of ‘‘Bart’s’” gallantry to women many sto- 
ries are told, the most interesting of which is 
how he played a game of stud poker witha 
young lady passenger in a coach that he had 
stopped, the stakes being a kiss from the 
young woman if beaten and the return of the 
money and valuables ot the passengers by 
“Bart” if he was worsted. 

In the spring of 1872, ‘‘Bart’’ had been doing 
a smashing business in more senses than one in 
the northern part of the state, and had become 
such & terror that a double. guard was sent out 
with every mail that went out from Sacra- 
Once the daring Mex- 
ican attempted to capture a coach against 
these odds, but 

ONLY SUCCEEDED 
dn getting his left ear partly torn off by a ball 
from a guard’s rifle and a flesh wound in his 
leftflieg that was sufticient to dampen his ardor 
for a while, and it was several months before 
he) Was heard of again. Solong did he remain 
out of sight the express and stage companies 
bean to lessen their vigilance, and once more 
the ‘mails and the strong boxes were sent out 
with only one man beside the driver to watch 
them. .lt was generally thought that one or 
mmore bullets of the guards in the scrimmage 
had taken fatal effect, and that the bold high- 
wayian had dragged himself away to die in 
some of his mountain retreats, northeast of 
Sacramento, on the east side of the Sacramen- 
to river valley. Among the foothills of the 
Sicrra Nevada mountains, is a deep canyon at 


_ the head of which a mountain stream of mod- 


esi proportions tumbles over the edge of a cliff 


, oF ledge making a beautiful fall known as The 
- Maiden’s Tears. 


Through this canyon wound 
the Nevada City trail, and over it once a week 
rattled the heavy mail and express coaches. 
Near the falls the trail lay across a great open 
space with the stream on one side and piles of 
huge bowlders on the other. 

A coach was crossing this space one after- 
noon in August,a few months subsequent to 
the wcunding of ‘‘Bart.’’ The guard on the 
seat by the driver was dozing 

: AND NODDING 
in'the heat of the summer sun, while the driver 
was strugyling to keep his eyes open by whist- 
ling, shouting and snapping leaves from the 
trees with his long lash. Inside there were a 
dozen sat stowed away, among whom 
was ayoung lady going to Nevada City to teach 
school. She was plucky as well as handsome, 
and 4 years as teacher in the mining districts of 
the west had given her asplendid knowledge 
of the ways and customs ot the rough element 
in which she was living. The other passengers 
were business men and speculators who had 
come from the east to try their luck in the gold 
diggings. The coach had just reached the 


_feenter of the open space when the noose of a 


lasso, flung from among the bowlders above his 
head, settled over the shoulders and arms of 
the drowsy guard, and in the twinkling of an 
€ye he was hauled from his seat and fell in a 
Jhelpless heap in the read. At the same timea 
deep voice from among the rocks ordered the 
‘driver to stop and throw up his hands, which 


“he did without a second invitation, and then 


the same voice ordered the passengers, who 
had begun to stick their heads through the

ing a revolver in one hand and the lasso in the 
other, stepped out from among the rocks. and 
came down to where the coach stood.

he guard securely and theu proceeded to re- 
lieve the passengers of their money and valua- 
bles, which he tossed into his big sombrero 
side of the 
road. Inthe pocket ef a miner he founda 
pack of playing cards and threw them with 
the rest of his boaty into his hat. When he 
had finished searching the passengers he said: 

“You ean put your hands down now, gentle- 
men. It must be kinder awkward standin’ in 
that position. I’m sorry to put you to so much 
tronble, but you see [ had to have money, and 
I thought this was a pretty good crowd to 
strike. I’m kind of ashamed of myse}f to put 
such a pretty woman as tliis lady is to so much 
inconveniece,”’ and he smiled apologetically at 
the young school teacher, who surprised her 
fellow poeemare by smiling back at the rob- 
ber and saying, “don’t worry yourself; Bart, it 
Was 50 inconvenience at all.”’ 

‘*You know me Miss?’’ inquired ‘Bart.’ 

“T’ve heard you described so often that 1 felt 
pretty well acquainted with you,” replied the 
school teacher. 

‘Bart’ seemed to be flattered. ‘I admire 
your pluek,’’ he said; “most women faint 
when they see me.”

J never 
kiss a woman unless she’s wiliin’, but if you 
want to take them chances I’! play you, but I 
reckon you’re givin’ me the best of bargain.” 

The school teacher intimated that she was 
really anxious to play for those stakes and pre- 
parations were made for the game. It was 
agreed that the driver should deal the cards, 
and “Bart’’ insisted on the eleven passengers 
standing up before him in & row twenty paces 
away, 8o that he might detect any attempt at 
treachery in time to thwart it. The school 
teacher seated herself on a mail pouch that 
‘‘Bart’’ had dragged out of the coach for that 
Aa Fg and with his ritie resting across his 

ap he settled himself on one knee a short dis- 
tance from her. Opposite them and between 
the players and the line of passengers, on the 
ground, sat the driver, who was to deal the 
cards. Word was given to start the game and 
the driver threw the first oard, face down, to 
“Bart.’”?’ The next fell at the feet of the school 
teacher. Each player was now entitled to four 
cards, face up, and *‘Bart’’ caught the ace of 
clubs, while to the teacher came the seven spot 
of diamonds. The highwayman next caught 
the five spot of hearts and his face flushed and 
he smiled confidently, for the first card he 
caught was a five spot and he now held a pair. 
The teacher drew the deuce of diamonds. 
“Bart” could hardly contain himself when the 
next card that fell before him was the five spot 
of clubs. He now had three fives, and he was 
sure the game was his. At the feet ofthe 
teacher fell the four spot of spades. Her luck 
was 

INDEED WRETCHED, ~ 

but she did not seem the least discontented 
when she looked over at ‘‘Bart’s’”’ pair of five 
spots and then down to her seven spot high. 
The last turn came and the queen of clubs fell 
in front of ‘‘Bart,’’ while the seven spot of 
spades was the teacher’s winning. She hada 
pair of sevens in sight. ‘‘Bart’’ smiled. ‘I’m 
sorry your luck came so late,”’ said he, ‘‘you 
drew wellatlast, but my three fives win the 
kiss ?’’ and he turned up the ‘‘hole’’ card, dis- 
playing his trio of five spots. 

“You did well, Bart,’’ replied the teacher, 
‘but your three fives don’t beat my three sev- 
ens,”’ and, picking up the “hole’’ card she 
showed him the seven spot of clubs, which 
gave her the winning hand. The simile faded 
out of the highwayman’s face, but when he 
realized that he had been fairly beaten he 
helped the young laday to her feet, smiled 
pleasantly, and said: 

“Gentlemen, IT’ve lost a mighty big 
stake. Come up here one at a time and get 
what belongs to you out of that hat.”” Singly 
the men came up and took their money and 
jewelry. Their firearms “‘Bart’’ kept. “Bart’’ 
ordered them to get into the coach, and he 
handed the school teacher in as carefully as 
might a devotee of modern society. He ordered 
the driver to his seat, unbound the guard, and, 
at his command the horses dashed up the trail, 
and thirteen hours later the coach rolled into 
Nevada City with its precious cargo jntact. 

When the story of the school teacher’s pluck 
was told,the citizens of Nevada City presented 
her with a handsome gold watch, and the 
Wells-Fargo express company gave hera check 
for $1,000. Twelve months later 

SHE MARRIED 
the mayor of the town, and she is still living 
in Nevada City, where her husband carries on 
a very successful banking business.

Mr. Estes summoned witnesses at a 
big expense from different parts of the state, 
and was ready to go to trial, the jury being in 
the box, when Judge Caldwell told him he 
could proceed if he wanted to, but that he (the 
court) would instruct the jury to find a verdict 
against bim, and if in the face of this fact they 
found fer him, he would set the verdict aside, 
for the reason that cider was an intoxicant, 
and if men were not arrested for selling 
it without a revenue license, United States 
officers were derelict in their duty; fur- 
ther, if any such offenders came into his 
court they would be fined and imprisoned 
for selling hard cider. The court oe pion 
ous scientific articles to prove that cider not 
only would make the drunk come, but that 
when it did come it was the meanest drunk on 
earth. In vain the attorney protested that 
they were not trying to determine the stimu- 
lating effect of apple juice, or even whether 
the particular cider. in question was an intoxi- 
cant, much less did they eare to know whether 
revenue officers were active or lazy in their 
work; the question was, had the Gazeite 
printed a libel when it said the Eureka Vine- 
gar company was palming a vile compound off 
on the people under the name of cider to vio- 
late the law. The judge was. determined to 
give the people his ideas on the cider question, 
and he didso. The St, Lonisian, becoming 
disgusted, picked up his hat and left the court- 
room, preferring a non-suit, he says to a foren- 
sic fight with the bench against him as oppos- 
ing counsel.

Jewish captives, refused to sing the Lord’s 
song in a strange land, but we are all harmon- 
izing now and it is a good sign to see our peo- 
ple celebrating the same old Fourth. The 
first rebellion was against the old man and 
the boys whipped him but when the boys. got 
to fighting one another with no ocean between 
it was a different thing. The first declaration 
of independence that great secession document 
was conceived at Williamsburg, Va., in the 
old Raleigh tavern, but it had to go over to 
‘Philadelphia to be born, because there was a 
big bell there, I reckon. Williamsburg was 
the seat of government .of the Virginia 
colony, and the declaration was read there on 
the ist of June, by Thomas Jefferson to the 
house of burgesses, and a more solemn scene 
was never witnessed. There wasno hilarity, 
no gush, no enthusiasm. The whole thing was 
like a funeral. Love for the fatherland and 
fear of her power were mingled with a burn- 
ing sense of her tyranny and oppression. The 
older members dreaded to cut the cords that. 
bound them, and had the declaration been left 
to a quiet vote it never would have carried, 
but, when Patrick Henry closed his 
immortal speech, the house rose up as 
one man, and with quivering emotion indorsed 
his closing sentiment—Give me liberty or give 
me death. History says that one of the dele- 
gates said an hour afterward that he would 

ive five hundred pounds to recall his vote. 
Tt was a terrible trial, and reminds us of the 
solemn passage of the ordinance of secession 
in 1861. John Adams and Patrick Henry 

were the orators and carried the day by storm. 
There wasno resisting their patriotic elo- 
quence. It was like agreat tidal wave and 
overwhelmed everything. The like of it had 
never been heard before, and Daniel Webster 
said would never be heard again. Let the 
roung men of this age read that history and 
it willdothem good. In soul-stirring emo- 
tions it surpasses all the romances ever §writ 
ten. It is far more sublime than Burke’s im-- 
peachment of Warren Hastings, for the cause 
was greater and the men were greater. The 
old independence belli was rung until it cracked, 
and strong men met upon the streets and wept. 

Well, now, what was this all about? Noth- 
ing very much outside of principle. We would 
not call it avery great oppression now. The 
biggest thing was a little tax on tea—a sort of 
tariff that did not protect. Nobody drank tea 

but the New England yankees. Thestamp act 
had been repealed two years before. But all 
the southerners from Maryland down were just 
as mad about that tax asif it had been on 
whisky. There was no whisky here, but New 
England. rum was all the same 
thiug tothem. Everybody was fighting mad— 
even the citizens of the city of brotherly love. 
They went to fighting, and they piper ee the 
fight, and it was glory. and we are all proud of 
it; but if they hadn’t whipped it and had been 
forced back under old Johnny Bull it would 
have been treason, and there would have been 
more amendments made to the English consti- 
tution than you could tote on astick. When 
these rebels made a constitution after the war 
was over, Patrick Henry and old Ben Harrison 
refused to sign it for a long time because it did 
not secure the rights of the states as strong as 
they wanted. At the last they signéd under 
protest, and the bistorian says that Henry 
never recovered from his fears that some da 
the states would lose their separate independ- 
ence. . 

I heard an old whig say not long ago that 
Jefferson was more of a demagogue than a 
statesman, and that the declaration of inde- 
pendence was no extraordinary document, and 
most any smart school boy could write a more 
grammatical composition. “For instance,’’ 
said he, ‘‘take the first sentence, wherein he 
says ‘a decent respect for the opinions of man- 
kind.’ Now what kind of respect is that; who 
ever heard of an indeccent respect. Why 
dident he say — for the opinions of man- 
kind.’ What made him put in that useless 
and inappropriate adjective.’’ 

I heard another man say that Jefferson 
didn’t compose very much of that declaration, 
no how, but got it from old Mecklenburg, in 
North Carolina, where secession had its birth 
two months before. That is whata tar-heel 
told me. I was talking to a Scotch Presbyter- 
ian yesterday, and he said that Jefferson got 
the general hang of the thing from the con- 
fession of faith. Well, it don’t matter. It is 
@ lively old document, and is still good reading 
on the Fourth of July, or any other day. 

Last Wednesday I ran over ts Tallapoosa to 
see how those imported yanks were getting: 
along and how they were going to celebrate 
the day. They did it up in style. They 
hoisted a flag pole 110 feet high and floated a 
splendid streamer of stars and stripes from 
the masthead.

But don’t strike for higher wagesin Talla- 
poosa town until we get the brick block and 
the glass works done. -He closed with liberty or 
death and shook his ambosial locks and gave 
the nod for dinner and everybody shouted 
amen. Then came a bountiful multitudinous 
repast, and after a reasonable rest the after- 
noon Was devoted to fur and frolic, and the 
night to an n air platform dance, at which 
the yankee girls paired with the Georgia boys 
and the Georgia girls with the vankee boys, 
and they are mixing up splendid, and befofe 
anybody knows it will be mating and harmo- 
nizing the sections.

An East Indian Who Magnuetized Wiid 
Beasts With His Single Flaming Eye. 
From the Chicago Times. 

When at Bombay in 1869, making prepara- 
tions to go up the country and fill an order for 
six tigers for Amsterdam, a very singular per- 
sonage crossed my patch, says a writer in the 
New York Sun. J had beenin India for two 
years as the agent of the great German animal 
house, and yad sub-agents in a dozen districts. 
We were Reatinsiy forwarding serpents, 
jackals, hyenas, wolves, buffaloes, tigers, and 
such curiosities as fell into our traps, and now 
and then received an extra order. The order 
for ‘six wild, full grown tigers, males pre- 
ferred,’’ caine from Egypt. Messages were 
sent to sub agents, and | got ready for a trip 
to the northeast, among the tiger jungles. 
One afternoon a stranger was announced 
under the name of Gwal. He was a tall, stiff- 
appearing figure, moving with all the dignity 
of a prince, but his face was so horribly disfig- 
ured that I couldn’t repress a start of surprise. 
He had been born with a single eye, and that 
almost in the centre of his face. His nose was 
like that of a dog, and his mouth was wide, 
almost without lips,and fullof fangs, He 
was more of a freak than Jo-Jo, the dog-faced, 
and would have been a great card in a muse- 
um. Heexpected tosee me start with sur- 
prise, and he expected me to look at him wifh 
surprise. He gave me plenty of time, afd 
then, bowing yery low, he said: 

‘‘T am told the sahib isa hunter of beasts.’’ 
‘sVes.”’ 

‘‘You capture them alive?”

Iam called 
the tiger-man. am not afraid of any wild 
beast. No animal dares attack me.”’ 

“IT know tne lairof accuple of tigers. It is 
distant about an hour.

Let 
one of the cages be placed uuder that tree over 
there, and in acouple of hours it shall be oc- 
cupied by a fine tiger. The last time I saw 
him he had a sore ear. It should now be 
well.” 

It made us stare at each other to hear a man 
talking that way, but I had the cage carried to 
the spot designated, and Gwal took his leave 
of usas if simply going out to search for a 
bee-trese. When he had disappeared, the head 
man advised that the villagers go indoors and 
keep quiet, and our band was divided in half 
and placed in trees where we could plainly see 
the cage. Stray rumors of Gwal’s wonderful 
powers had reachel the ears of the three 
British officers, and they had seen the per- 
formance with the hyena with eyes wide 
open, but they were skeptical as to his powers 
over a tiger. All of us were, for that matter. 
The idea of a man, no matter what gifts he 
had, bringing a fierce man eater to crawl on 
his belly, was too absurd for belief. But 
Gwal settled it to our satisfaction as well as 
chagrin. In two hours and twenty minutes 
afier his departure he reappeared, and right at 
his heels, and acting the same as the hyena 
had acted, was the largest tiger I ever saw.

LINKED SWEETNESS. 
Long Drawn Out Debate on the Sugar 
Tax. 

WASHINGTON, July 7.—The house went into 
committee of the whole, with Mr. Springer, of 
Illinois, in ‘the chair, on the tariff bill, the 
pending amendment being that offered by Mr. 
Cannon, of Lllinois, to the sugar schedule. 

The discussion lasted through the entire ses- 
sion, and the commitiee rose without reaching 
® vote upon Mr. Cannon’s amendment. 

Messrs. Cox and Breckinridge, of Kentucky, 
were the only speakers on the democratic side, 
but a dozen or more republicans participated 
in the debate. 

Mr. Kelly opened by expressing surprise to 
hear the gentleman from Llinois (Mr, Cannon) 
make an assault upon the platform recently 
adopted by the republican party. He quoted 
from the Chicago platform the protection 


plank, and he _ regretted the doctrine 
there énunciated had been assailed 
from the seats of republican mem- 
bers. If the duties on sugar were 


wrong, let them be righted and made proper, 
but the gentleman should remember the re- 
ublican party had declared, not for the estab- 
ishment of the imperial system of bounties, 
but for the maintenance of the American pro- 
tective system. 

Mr. McKenna, of California, said he, too, 
was a republican, and for that reason he rose 
to oppose the amendment.

Pro- 
tection was sacrificed if it was taken from any 
American industry, The gentlemon might 
say, “When you give bounties, you give pro- 
tection.”” He did not deny this; but what 
assurance could be given of the stability of 
this protection? Were the genilemen willing 
to extend the bounty system toany other 
industry? Were they wiliing to interpret the 
republican platform as offering a system of 
bounties to the industries of the country ? The

If not un- 
patriotic ; if the gentleman was correct about the 
matter; if the Chicago convention meant what 
it said, and if he (Kelly) alone of the sixty 
million people had the right to construe the 
latform, then he (Cannon) must get off it.

plause.] ‘‘I tell the gentleman,’’ said Mr. 
Cannon in conclusion, ‘in the face of this 
house and of the country; in the presence of 
my constituents, before whom I stand for re- 
election, asking for their ballots, if now, or 
hereafter, I have got to choose between taking 
the tax off of sugar, which is revenue tax 
only, and taking the tax off of spirits, 
I will take it off of sugar. [Applause.|] 
Having said this much I appeal from the gen- 
tleman’s construction of the Chicago platform 
to the platform itself. 

Messrs. Peters, Ryan and Anderson, of 
Kansas, opposed Mr. Cannon’s amendment, 
while Messrs. Gear and Henderson, of lowa, 
favored it as a sound business proposition and 
strictly in line with the Chicago platform. 

Mr. Holmes, of Iowa, criticised the amend- 
ment as embodying bad policy, bad ethics and 
bad financial legislation. He was opposed to 
the theory of bounties, and in favor of putting 
sugar on the free list. 

Mr. Bayne, of Pennsylvania, dissented fgom 


the construction placed upon the i- 
cago platform by his colleague 
(Kelly). There wa nothing in that 


platform inconsistent with the amendment 
offered by Mr. Cannon. The sugar industry 
was not an established industry. except in a 
partial sense. It had had a long trial and had 
failed of development.° Notwithstanding his 
belief that there was no hope of sugar ever 
being produced in large quantities in this 
country, he was willing to pay a bounty to the 
people of Louisiana, Kansas and California to 
enable them te produce as much sugar as pos- 
sible. 

Mr. Breckinridge, of Kentucky, said if con- 
gress should take the entire $56,000,000 off of 
sugar and $31,000,000 off of tobacco, is*would 
render itself absolutely incapable. of taking 
any other burdens off the manufacturers, give 
relief to the taxpayets and consumers, or re- 


lieve any just cause of discontent labor 
might have. It would indefinitely put 
off thé day for a fair. revision of 
the tariff. It was, therefore, impossible, in 


the view of the democratic party, to take all 
the duty off sugar. It would be impossible to 
do it without deliberately determining to 
leave the whole question of tariff unsettled. 
The question presented was whether congress 
would relieve manufacturers who had to pay 
enormous duties for their crude material— 
duties which prevented them from competing 
with foreign manufacturers. Hie believed the 
true wisdom of congress in secking to reduce 
the public revenue was to let the system be so 
altered by conservative and cautious changes 
that crude material would be brought into the 


country rather than the finished product. 
Then the protit of the manufacturer 
would go to the American 


manufacturers. The proposition of the gen- 
tleman from Lllinois (Cannon) and all cther 
propositions tending to free sugar ran in the 
opposite direction. The day for bounties was 
over. Thesystem might temporarily remain 
in some states, but it would not last. It was 
absolutely elusive. If bounty were given to 
sugar it would not last two years. It would 
do no good to anybody. It was simply asalve 
to the conscience of the proteciionisis who 
wanted to get rid of the sugar duty, but did 
not see how they could consistently do so. 

Mr. Cox, of Néw York. expressed the great 
enjoyment with which he had listened to the 
debate to-day by the gentlemen on the other 
side, who, though they differed on the subject 
of sugar, were together on the main idea con- 
nected with the tariff. 

The debate here ended and the house, at 5 
o’clock, adjourned.

A RARE DISEASE. 


Dying Inch by Inch and Keeping a Record 
of His Sufferings. 


New York, July 3.—The death of Sidney 
Howard Gay, the distinguished author and 
journalist, was caused by the rare disease of 
ossification. Four years ago, at the age of sey- 
enty, he suffered a stroke of paralysis, and a 
second attack, only a few months later, com- 
pletely disabled him. He was not able to move 
his legs at all, and his body was not acutely 
sensible. From that time onward he was con- 
fined to his bed, although his brain remained 
clear and active and he read and wrote when- 
ever he pleased. He had a comfortable home 
at West Brighton, Staten Island, and an in- 
come derived from his former association with 
Bryant in the Evening Post property. A year 
or so after his complete paralysis the process of 
ossification set in. 

Mr. Gay interested himself deeply, and yet 
quite calmly, in a study of his own case. He 
read all that had been written og the subject, 
he conversed at great length with his physi- 
cian, and at one time contemplated the author- 
ship of a volume containing his own experi- 
ences and summarizing the medical knowledge 
of others. But about the time he was to have 
commenced the work a painful phase of the 
malady was reached, and from a year ago until 
within a weék of his death he suffered a great 
deal when not under the influence of opiates. 
Twinges like neuralgia and a dull ache like 
rheumatism, characterized the last stages of 
the change of flesh into bone, and before com- 
plete insensibility ensued. This area of acute 
insensitiveness moved slowly up his legs, until 
for their complete length they were as solid, 
senseless and almost as heavy as stone. Drugs 
were of no availin checking the steady ad- 
vance, and when it reached his body to attack 
vital organs death happily came to hisrelief. 
Instances of ossification are extremely rare, 
and Mr. Gay’s case was a marvel to himself 
aud those made familiar with it. 


THE WORST YET. 


A Whole Family Perish in the Flames— 
Children Consumed Without a Cry. 


SAuLT STE Marikg, Mich., July 7.—A farm 
house belonging to George Dobbs, located 
about seven miles from here, on the Canadian 
side of the river, was destroyed by fire early 
yesterday morning. Four of the inmates— 
George Dobbs, aged 72 years; David Merri- 
field, aged 21; Alice Thompson, aged 9, and 
another child—perished in the flames. The 
fire started from a smudge, and when discoy- 
ered by Mrs. Dobbs, who is 70 years 
of age, was beyond control. Mrs. Dobbs 
quickly awakened her husband and Mr. 


Merrifield and descended to the lower 
floor. While groping about in the stifling 


smoke, she stumbled and fell through a trap 
door into the cellar, and from there made her 
escape to the open air. The two men, 
unable to find any means of exit in the 
dense smoke, fell back into the flames and 
were consumed. The children were asleep in 
another part of the house, and perished with- 
out a sound, being probably suffocated. The 
woman, who had no time to put on any cloth- 
ing, lay exposed to the chilly air until nforn- 
ing, when her cries attracted the attention of 
a neighboring farmer. She is badly burned 
and there is little hope for her recovery.

The Firm of Kenny & Werner 
Embarrassed. 


A RECEIVER IS APPOINTED. 


Werner’s Wanderings—The Facts 


ofthe Failure. 


The business of Kenny & Werner, liquor 
dealers, isin the hands of a Weceiver, with 
liabilities, in round numbers, of $22,500 and 
assets of about $20,000. 

The sensation in business circles yesterday 
was thenews that a receiver had been ap- 
pointed to take charge of the business of the 
firm, 

A MATTER OF SURPRISE. 

Considered sound financially and doing an 
excellent business in their line, with a record 
and reputation as a prosperous firm, it was 
certainly a surprise when the fact became 
known that they were involved. 

Coupled with the recent mysterious disap- 
pearance of Herman Werner, the climax of 
yesterday had an element of sensationalism 
that started all sorts of street rumors, and the 
affair was the principal topic of conversation 
in business circles last evening. 

SOME CONJECTURES. 

While nothing has developed to form a basis 
for many of the: stories tlrat were in circula- 
tion, certain transactions of the missing part- 
ner of the firm would indicate that his busi- 
ness methods had been yery careless during 
the past few months. 

HOW IT WAS DONE. 

The receiver was appointed at the request 
of the City Brewing company, Chas. Pfeiffer 
& Co., of Cincinnati, Ohio, and the Capital 
City bank. The creditors’ bill asking for a 
receiver was made out about 2 o’clock yes- 
terday, and Mr. Isaac Haas was appointed 
temporary receiver, by Judge Boynton, of 
Griffin, who was in the city and about to re- 
turn tohis home when called upon to serve 
in the matter. Judge Marshall J. Clarke was 
at Tallulah falls, and Judge Richard H. 
Clark was in Macon, and‘Judge Boynton 
consented to the appointment of a receiver. 

The order was issued at about 3 o’clock, and 
Mr. Isaac Haas at once took possession of the 
stock and business af the firm. Mr. Kenny 
was very much surprised at the turn affairs 
had taken, as he had only recently been made 
aware that his firm was involved, and upon 
this simple statement hangs a tale. 

LAST JANUARY. 
when the stock of the firm was invoiced, 
Mr. Kenny states that the books showed a 
profit of $5,000 since the preceding March. 
Since January the business of the firm has been 
first-class, and there should have been, accord- 
ing to Mr. Kenny’s estimate, a profit of about 
$4,000. But instead there is a deticit of from 
$3,000 to $4,000, as far as could be determined 
last night. 
MR. KENNY 

was seen by a Constitution reporter last 
nightand talked freely of the affairs of his 
firm, and expressed his intention of aiding the 


receiver to realize on the assets of the firm, so > 


that the creditors will get all the benefit possi- 
ble. 

In answer to the reporter’s question, as to 
whether Mr. Werner’s departure had not pre- 
cipitated the present state of affairs, Mr. 
Kenny said: 

‘‘T believe it has; though I do not think that 
any one had any desire to injure us.”’ 

“What do you think of Mr. Werner’s de- 


parture, Mr. Kenny ?”’ 

“T do not know what to say about it. Hav- 
ing known him for about eighteen > years and 
been associated in business witlt him for about 
four vears of that time, I cannot believe he 
has done anything wrong until it is proved to 
me.’ 

“How much money -do you suppose Mr. 
Werner took with him when he left on 
Thursday ?” 

“That.is something I cannot answer. I did 
not have anything to do with the finances of 
the firm, my share of the business being the 
care of the stock. Mr. Werner virtually at- 
tended to all of the financial affairs, and until 
the books are gone thrgugh I cannot say what 
has been doue.” 

‘Did you have any idea that the firm was 
involved ?”’ 

‘‘Not until a few days ago.” 

“Tt is stated, Mr. Kenny, that you have sold 
out your interest in the business of Kenny & 
Jones.”’ 

“Yes; I have sold my interest, and will 
make any sacrifice to keep from involving other 
parties in my misfortune.” 

‘When did you see Mr. Werner last?” 

‘‘I{e left the store on the 5th, saying that he 
would return in about an hour. L have not 
seen him since.’”’ 

‘Do you know anything about a check for 
$1,000, dated July 2, drawn on the Atlanta 
National bank, signed by Kenny & Werner, 
that was exchanged with Mr. Fleischel, of the 
City Brewing company ?”’ 

‘*T only know that I can find no record of the 
check which was received in exchange for this 
one, nor do I know what beeame of the money 
that was realized on it. This check was given 
to Mr. Fleischel, by Mr. Werner, some days 
ago, and he received a check for $1,000in re- 
turn. It was ‘‘an accommodation’ ’ transaction, 
that is Mr. Werner was to take up his check at 
a certain date, the check he received being 
good for presentation at any time.”’ 

“Did you notice anything peculiar in Mr. 
Werner’s manner at the time he left?’’ 

‘‘Nothing at all; and I was entirely at a loss 
to account for his disappearance.”’ 

Beyond the facts brought out in this brief 
interview, Mr. Kenny knows nothing that will 
interest the public or throw any light on the 
mysterious disappearance of his partner, 

MR. JACOB HAAS, 
cashier of the Capital City bank, was also seen 
in regard to the Kenny & Werner failure last 
evening and very willingly stated all that he 
knew of the firin and its members. Mr. Haas 
speaks very highly of both Mr. Kenny and Mr. 
Werner, and believes them to be above re- 


proach in all business matters. He states 
that he has only the kindest 
feelings toward them, and regrets 
their present financial difficulty. When 


asked as to Mr. Werner, Mr. Haas replied that 
he believed his disappearance was the result 
of temporary aberration, and that nothing had 
come to his knowledge which would lead him 
to believe that Mr. Werner would be guilty of 
any dishonesty. 
THE BUSINESS OF THE FIRM 
will be taken care of by Mr. Isaac Haas, until 
a permanent receiver is appointed, and as the 
stock, book accounts and store fixtures are all 
first-class, there will be no great loss to any of 
the creditors. The failure is very generally 
credited in Atlanta business circles, and the 
mystery surrounding 
MR. WERNER’S DISAPPEARANCE 

adds to the regret of his _ friends 
Mr. Werner left the city on Thursday 
on the Western and Atlantic road, and his 
whereabouts are at present unknown. His 
family and friends are using every means at 
lieving that his 
recent illness has affected his mind and that 
he is wandering aimlessly over the country. 
Mr. Werner was seen on the train by Mr. Joe 
Goss, who isin the employ of Mr. Jones, suc- 
cessor tothe firm of Kenny & Jones.

The Peojecting Wharves Cause the Deflese 
tion of the Water. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., July 7.—[Special.]— The 
shoal where the Gate City struck on Thursday 
afternoon, is a source of considerable annoy- 
ance to all the vessels arriving and leaving this- 
port. Lieutenant O._M. Carter stated this 
morning that itis caused by the manner in 
which the Savannah, Florida and Western 
railroad wharves are built. The projection

The Central Railroad’s Latest 
Purchase, 


The Savannah and Western Railroad—An 
Injunction Granted—Convicts Ke-— 
captured—Other News. | 


Macon, Ga., July 7.—[Special.]—The peo- 
ple of Macon are deeply interested in the Cen- 
tral railroad and all its affairs. Not only does 
it form a mammoth part of the great railway 
System centering at this point which gives life 
and growth to business, but hundreds of our 
citizens are stockholders in the Centra] and 
they read with careful attention and interest 
everything appertaining tothe road. There are 
six lines leading out of Macon controlled by the 
Central, to say nothing of many branch roads 
diverging from the main stem within a near 
radius of Macon. There are also 
more than 1,200 people in this 
city dependent upon the Central for 
support, and it takes seyen figures to enumer- 
ate the value of the Central’s property within 
the city limits. Therefore it is not surprising 
that Macon and her people are interested in 
ber affairs, and will attentively peruse the 
following account of the latest claimed pur- 
chase made by the Central. | 

Yesterday President Alexander and General 
Manager Belknap, of the Central, and Hon, 
Peter W. Meldrim, of Savannah, passed 
through Macon on animportant misson, which 
4s said to be nothing more nor less than the 
consummation of final details in connection 
with the sale and purchase of the Savannah 
and Western railroad, in which latter enter- 
prise Mr. Meldrim is one of the chief movers 
and incorporators. Hon. Tom Eason, another 

_ Sncorporator, was in Macon on Thursday night, 
and itis said he washere to join Messrs. 
Alexander, Belknap and Meldrim. 

It is asserted that the Central has just 
ecooped in the Savannah and Western by buv- 
Anz its charter, It is in fact only a paper road. 
The Central got itlow. That is, it did not 
hhave to pay out many thousand dollars, but 
the directors received enough to enable 
them to pay a good dividend, probably, 
after alt expenses are liquidated. 
The road was incorporated about five years ago 
to run from Savannah to Lumber City or East- 
man, orsome point on the East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia road. This purchase by 
the Central is not for the purpose of bottling 
the enterprise at all, for the purchasing com- 

uny gave a guarantee that the road will be 

uilt. It will not be carried to Lumbef City, 
jhhowever, but will be likely to strike Eastman. 
That point, though, will not be the terminus, 
for it is to go on to Americus, in Sumter coun- 
ty. As it owns both the Savannah, Dublin 
and Western and the Savannah and! West- 
ern, these two roads will be consolidated, and 
instead of two paper roads the indications 
@re that there will be a real steel rail line 
from Savannah due west to Eastman and 
Americus. The road will run as nearly in a 
straight line and due west as the c@untry will 

mit of. 

It will start from Eden, twenty miles west 
of Savannah, on the Central, and will pass 
through portions of Eflingham, Bryan, Bul- 
Joch, Tattnall, Montgomery, Telfair, Laurens, 
Dodge, Pulaski, Wilcox, Dooly and Sumter 
counties. Several of these counties have not 
a mile of railroad running through their bor- 
ders, unless it is some lines running toa tur- 
pentive farm ora lumber mill. The road will 
pass through a vast pine country, opening up 
to Savannah an iminense section of virgin for- 
est. The lumber and naval stores alonéthat 
will come to Savannah will amount to hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars.

SAVANNAH GOSSIP. 


Topics of the Day in the Forest 
City. 


The Goodwater Extension—Savannah as @ 
Winter Kesort—Literary Works— 
General News of the State. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., July 7.—[Special.]—Savan- 
nah will never hereafter be accused of sleep- 
ing over her advantages. She has as many 
irons in the fire as the flames will heat. There 
pervades the city the most hopeful signs of 
conquest. Commerce has gone forth with the 
full intention of conquering and to conquer, 
and with the most cheerful expectation in re- 
gard to both the participle and the intinitive. 

The Goodwater extension to Birmingham is 
the first and great feature in the fight for aug- 
mented commercial territory. And now the 
Central has begun a second line to Columbus. 
The management found it absolutely necessary 
to double track to Macon or to construct 
a@ second road to divert 2a. part 
of its immense and_ increasing traffic. 

So it went to work and purchased the charter 
of the Savannah and Western, sometimes 
known as Meldrim’s road. There was no road 
and no grade, but there was a map and there 
had been a survey. The map cost the Central 
quite a little sum for a poor man to pay, and 
the owners of the charter got quite a nice fee 
for their trouble. The charter is elastic and 
comprehensive. Under it the road can be 
built from Savannah to Eastman, and west- 
ward tothe Alabama line. Steamers can also 
be constructed to run from Savannah to any- 
where. The streets of Savannah may also be 
gridironed with the consent of the city council. 
The Central in the contract of purchase 
agreed to build without fail. It gave a guar- 
antee. This road, it will be seeu, crosses the 
East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia. This 
road has been anxious to get into Savannah. 
This fact led to an investigation, and inquiry 
unearthed a triple alliance, to which the Cen- 
tral of Georgia, Richmond Terminal, and the 
Plant system are parties. The alliance is to 
endure ten years. Noroad is to invade any 
other's territory. If the invasion occurs fleights 
are to be prorated as under the old pool. 
Plant’s Southern Express company is not to 
be frozen out of any line in the agree- 
ment. Then, again, the Central under- 
takes to build two large steamers besides 
the city of Birmingnam, now approaching com- 
pletion. The Savannah, Florida and Western 
will enjoy equal rights and privileges with the 
Central as far as the Ocean Steamship com- 
pany can extend them. 

The scheme of making Savannah a great 
winter resort, Where heavy laden millionaires 
from the north and east can spend their leisure 
hours and idle wealth, has proved contagious, 
and now an effort ison foot to convert Tybee 
into a splendid summering place for Georgians 
and their neighbors, and there is good possibility 
of the scheme. Subscriptions ranging from 
$3,000 down to $300 are received in rapid suc- 
cession. The charter will be granted at this 
term of the superior court, and $75,000 will be 
subscribed in a short time. 

Savannah is not ony looking after her mate- 
rial resources, but is giving a certain 
amount of literary and book work to the 
world. 

I see that Mr. Henry McAlIpin has written a 
book which, however, remains in manuscript. 
Hon. Emory Speer, before leaving Savannah, 
wrote a work on the removal of causes, which 
has taken high rank. Still another Savannah 
lawyer is engaged on a legal production which 
will be highly relished by the bar of Georgia,

upon a literary undertaking thatI have no 
doubt- will produce whatthe vulgar call 4‘a 
genuine sensation.’’ This last work referred 
to is in the lighter and more amiable form of 
fiction, and its author, while never known as 
a novelist, is distinguished for his literary 
ability. Mr. Norwood is said to °§ be 
passing his leisure in preparing a noyel for the 
press. I believe it is already in type as far as 
a caligraph can put itin print. The novel will 
doubtiess be full of wit and satire, and written 
to endure.

BROUGHT UP FROM THE EARTH. 
The Strange Finds in Well-Digging in South- 
west Georgia. 

Aur NY, Ga., July 7.—[Special./—Artesian 
well No. 10 is nearly completed at a depth 
of 70) feet. The flow is now sixty gallons per 
minute. The pipe is four inches, but an ex- 
pansion drill is now being used, making a 
seven inch excavation twenty feet deep in the 
water-bearing rock. This, it is thought, will 
increase the tlow to 200 gallons per minute. 
On Monday the well will be completed. It is 
the property of Capt. Ed L. Wight and the 
work superintended by Mr. C. W. Tift. 

Strange finds are brought up from the earth 
in this section. At 700 feet a 
white pine log, a tree not indiginous 
here, was struck by the drill, and a quantity of 
things brought up. In digging an ordinary 
well in Mitchell county, seventeen miles from 
Albany, Washington Merritt, at a depth of 
twenty-seven feet, dug through a mass seven 
feet deep of petrified bones. ‘here were thfch 
bones, ribs, finger bones, teeth, and with these 
remains of some forgotten race, immense 


bones of animals pow extinct. 


Sim Bowles, near there, in digging out for a 
mill foundation, came upon the shore of an 
ancient ocean. The sand showed the ripples 
from the waves, and was covered with marine 
remains, shells, sharks’teeth and bones of deep 
sea monsters.

Look to the Main Point. 

The Southern Alliance, in an able article 
headed ‘‘Look to the Main Point,’’ discusses 
the question of the relation of the Farmers’ 
Altiance to politics, and makes some very 
sensible suggestions. The truth is beyond 
controversy that the farmers have not de- 
voted that attention to politics since the 
war which the importance of the ‘matter to 
them, as aclass, demands.

This state of affairs has existed for 
twenty-five years without any interruption, 
and there seems tobe no probability of its 
interruption. Therefore we do not hesitate 
to say that if the farmers fail to take hold 
of this subject with firmness and determina- 
tion then they will deserve to be the per- 
petual victims of such oppression. 
| Tur ConstiruTion desires it distinctly 
understood that it deems it to be the duty of 
the farmers to look after their interests in 
political matters. The southern farmers 
have been imposed upon in every canceiva- 
ble waysince thewar, They have furnished 
the music for the demagogue and thé trick- 
sters long enough, and it is high time that 
some one else should fiddle while they dance. 
No class of people in the world would haye 
submitted as tamely to be robbed of sixty 
million dollars as the southern fammer was 
by the iniquitous cotton tax.

vas invented in Putnam county in 1840, 
just previous to the Harrison freshet. In 
Putnam whenthe midsummer sun curled the 
shingles on the roof and blistered the paint 
on the walls, the advice was ‘‘keep cool; sit 
in the shade and eat a watermelon.”’ 

There could be no better advice than this, 
and we are reminded of it by an article in 
the Albany News and Advertiser, describing 
watermelon day in that thrifty city, and 
how the editor was hemmed in and _ penned 
up with mammoth specimens of this deli- 
cious fruit. The attack was so violent that 
the editor, in self defense, was compelled to 
announce that Albany is not only the largest 
melon market, but the market for the 
largest melons. 

The engagement, as we learn, from our 
esteemed contemporary, opened early on 
the morning of Thursday. <A melon weigh- 
ing 634 pounds was sent to the editor by Mr.

We judge from all this that Albany is a 
pleasant town to live in, and that it is a 
good thing, even for the first lady in the 
land to be remembered by the patriotic 
Albanians. But how many people in Ai- 
bany, or outside of it for that matter, know 
how to eat a watermelon? But for the 
truant school boy, and memories of him, 
the art would perish from the face 
of the earth.

Nor has this increase been con- 
fined to the month when the experiment 
was first tried. The business for each suc- 
ceeding month has shown a heavy in- 
crease. 

Another point is somewhat startling. It 
appears that the increase in travel is not in 
proportion tothe density of population.

was securing appropriations for our rivers 
and harbors, and attending to other affairs 
of public importance, he did not lose sight of 
the material interests of any section of the 
state. He was favorably impressed with 
the proposed reduction of rates, and after a 
thorough discussion of the points involved 
the president and his associates heartily in- 
dorsed the bold innovation recommended 
by their general passenger agent, and 
throughout the experiment they have 
given them their efficient co-operation.

A TRIP TO EAST TENNESSEE. 


Knoxville and its New Railroads— 
Fine Farming Lands, Etc. 


I spent three days, including the 4th instant, 
in and around Knoxville, Tenn. This city is 
a very quiet, modest place, compared, with the 
boomers lower down the majestic Tennessee. 
There is not as much fuss made here as in Al- 
abama over the great resources of the state. 
It is true the coal and iron ore is not as close 
together, but I doubt if there isa section of 
the world more favorably situated than the 
section around Knoxyville—and it must not be 
understood that because the city has not been 
making a fuss, it has not been making progress. 
The improvements—I mean the solid, substan- 
tial improvements—that go to build upa city, 
can be seen all around this magnificent country. 

Knoxville is situated between the great coal 
and iron belt. West.of itarethe finest coal 
fields in America, and only from twenty to 
sixty miles west. East of itis the iron belt 
and the rich granbury ores and all the various 
red and brown hematites can be found in great 
abundance. Then al! around in the valleys is the 

MAGNIFICENT FARMING LANDS 
that have made East Tennessee famous all 


over the land. 

One farm—the cld Lenoir farm—is a 
principality. They tell an anecdote about 
one of the elder Lenoirs who was living dur- 
ing the war, when General Burnsides, of 
Rhode Island, occupied this part of the state. 
He took a great fancy to this farm and asked 
Mr. LenoirJwhat he would take for it.§The old 
gentleman studied awhile and looked at the 
general, who was expecting a price that he 
could pay, and said: 

‘‘Well, general, I might be willing to swap 
it for the state of Rhode Island, but I would 
have to. examine your staie again beforeI 
would give you a definite answer.” 

Of course they did not trade. 

It is simply magnificent. I only saw the 
farm from the railroad, but the shocks of 
wheat are as thick as they were in Carter’s oat 
field.

: THE CITY OF KNOXVILLGS, 

Knoxville has about 40,000 inhabitants, and 
fewer negroes than Chattanooga or Birming- 
ham. The city never overtiows, is healthy, 
and beautifully situated on the west bank of 
the Tennessee. It has some elegant resi- 
dences and some very large manufactories. 

Until the Knoxville and Ohio was buiit,a 
few years ago, the East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia radroad was the. only railroad 
Knoxville had, excepta short road running 
east to Maryville, that was intended forthe 
Knoxville and Augusta. The Richmond and 
Danville system own this road and the charter 
through, and the road is probably bottled until 
some timé in the future,when the consolidated 
roads fall to pieces. Then this line may be 
built, The Knoxville and Ohio gives connec- 
tion with the Louisville and Nashville at 
Jelico, and with a short branch from Clinton 
to Oakdale Junction, thirty-five miles, 
with the Cincinnati Southern. It will 
be seen that the building up of Knoxville 
so far has not depended on raijroads. Last 
year the city of Knoxville, by vote of her 
people, subscribed -over $600,000 to new rail- 
roads now under construction. When these 
railroads are completed, it will be a great-rail- 
road center, and there is littie doubt the value 
of real estate wiil be greatly enhanced. 

COMING THROUGH THE GAP. 

The Powell’s valley road, now under con- 
struction, and known as the Knoxville, Cum- 
berlond Gap and Louisville, runs from Knox- 
ville to Cumberland Gap, sixty-four miles. At 
the latter place it will cennect with the several 
systems that are coming towards Knoxville, 
and will pass through this gap. As many as 
seven railroads, it is said, will come with 
freight and passengers from the east, west and 
north to pass this famous gap, coming south. 
The road is being built by an English syndi- 
cate, known as the American Association (lim- 
ited) of London. This syndicate has bought 
large tracts of coal lands in southern Ken 
tucky and East Tennessee and they propose, 
as soon as the road is finished to the gap, to 
lay off and selltown lots fora city near the 
gap. They will make great preparations for 
the sale, and a considerable city is expected at 
this locality. 

The most important line that is being built, 
so far as our state is concerned, is the Knox- 
ville Southern- Thisis the extension of the 
Marietta and North Georgia. This road is 
being rapidly built. Fifteen miles has been 
graded, and there is alasge force of bands at 
work on it now. 

Ihad atalk with Major J.T. Wilson, the 
chief engineer. He is the engineer that made 
so much reputation on the Western North 
Carolina. He informs me that he has located 
over sixty miles of the new road, and is nearly 
ready to locate the entire line. It will not go 
directly to Murphy, N. C., but will go to the 
right of Ducktown, and wil) strike the Marietta 
and North Georgia at Blue Ridge. 

KNOXVILLE TO ATLANTA. 

It will be built in less than two years and 
will give a line, when completed, of oniy 175 
miles from Knoxville to Atlanta. It runs 
from Knoxville to Louisvilie, Tenn., crosses 
the little Tennessee at Niles’ ferry, and 
crosses the Hiwassee near the North Carolina 
line. Itpasses near the celebrated iron de- 
posits at Jellico plains and runs through the 
famous Savannah farm on the Hiwassee river. 
This is said to be one of the finest farms in 
Tennessee, containing over 2,000 acres of bot- 
tom land, and as level as a floor. It is now 
the property of ex-Governor P. W. Wetmore, 
of Connecticut. Ten miles of the road is lo- 
cated on lands belonging to this farm. 

The immense deposits of copper lying 
around Ducktown will be utilized when. this 
road is built; butthe great advantage will be 
the cheap rates on coal and coke to the iron 
mines of north Georgia, and will greatly en- 
hance all those lands, that have heretofore 
been almost useless. The mountains of North 
Georgia are filled with fine magnetic ores and 
manganese in great quantities. The cheap coal 
and coke brought to theirown banks by this 
road will fill this country with furnaces that 
will furnish employment to hundreds of our 
people, and will speedily settle up that fine 
section of country. - 

The country tmbutary to this road in East 
Tennessee furnishes, annually, six hundred 
thousand bushels of corn, two hundred and 
fifty thousand bushels of wheat, one hundred 
thousand bushels of oats, twenty thousand 
bushels of peas, twenty-five thousand tons of 
hay, six thousand head of cattle, one thousand 
head of horses and mules, ten thousand hogs, 
one hundred thousand chickens, one hundred 
thousand pounds of butter, and one hundred 
thousand dozen eggs. It passes through the 
marble elt of Tennessee and Georgia, and 
along this line, between Knoxville 
and Atlanta, every variety of 
marble in America can be found 
and in the greatest abundance. 

As for hardwood timber there is no end to it 
all along the line, including almost every yari- 
ety. Major Wilson says the best white oak 
timber in the world can be found along this 
line. It will be too tedious to mention the va- 
rious other products, such as talc, zinc ores, 
ocre, mineral paint, and many other minerals, 
that will be put on the market when there is a 
way to carry it over this line. The woods are 
full of useful minerals and of great variety. 

While this road will be of great benefit to 
Knoxville it cannot be of less advantage to 
Atlanta. Besides coupling these two cities 
and bringing them closer together, it brings us 
closer io the great and valuable coal fields in 
‘he Cumberland range. It will be nearer for 
us by this route to Cincinnati, Louisville and 
Chicago. 

The Tennessee Midland, from Memphis to 
Knoxville,said to be Jay Gould’s road, will be

Another important line now being built by 
the Sibley Construction company is the road 
from Knoxyille to Greenville, 8.

This will 
give @ continuous line by Greenville to 
Augusta, Ga, and on to Port Royal, 
Ss. C. A large force of hands ‘are 
now at work on both ends of this. road 
and there is no doubt it will be finished in two 
years.

250,000 WORDS BY WIRE 


The Greatest Feat Ever Perform. 
ed by Anybody. 


How the Country Was Kept Informed of the 
Doings of the National Republican 
Convention. 


To the average newspaper reader there 
should be some cause for wonder in the con. 
templation of the manner in which the entire 
country was made aware from day to day of 
the doings of the republican national conven- 
tion. In supplying the several newspapers of 
all the cities with accurate verbatim reports of 
the convention, the Associated Press had on 
its hands a task the magnitnde of which can 
hardly be _overestimated. Mr. Addison (Q, 
Thomas, thesuperintendent of the telegraph 
system of the Associated Press, ina chat witha 
Journal representative, revealed the method 
by which this tremendous undertaking wag 
accomplished. Mr. Thomas stated that up- 
ward of a quarter of a million words of news 
matter relating tothe convention alone had 
been sent overthe wires by the association 
during the week ; in addition to this, of course, 
there was the regular news report of the Asso- 
ciated Press from end to end of the world duly 
received and cared for in the Chicago office. 

The tactics of the expert stenographers 
formed one of the not least interesting features 
of the convention. Directly a delegate speke 
the lightning shorthand man was upon him 
jotting down his wordsas they fell from his 
lips. 

Ten of these expert stenoraphers, Mr. Thom- 
as said, were employed by the Associated 
Press at the convention. The ten worked in 
relays. When one had secured his quota he 
hastened away to an expert lady typewriter, to 
whom he dictated his ‘‘copy,’’ and sped back 
to take his place among the waiting shorthand 
men. 

Each young lady operator worked off her 
share of copy on a Remington typewriter, on 
which reliable instrument she was able to 
print off fourteen duplicates simultaneously; 
six of these duplicates were actually taken on 
white paper, the residue being on yellow man- 
ifold sheets. 

In response toa question as to whether this 
was not a pretty severe test to put any type- 
writer to, Mr. Thomas admitted that it was; 
but he added the assertion that the Associated 
Press had never experienced any trouble in 
making the Remington typewriter accomplish 
almost anything required of it. Six Reming- 
ington typewriters were used by the associa- 
tion at the convention, and the fourteen copies 
of matter turned out by each of them was 
simply perfection; and no interruptions what- 
ever occurred through the giving out or stilfen- 
ing of any portion of the machine. 

Mr. Thomas further volunteered the state- 
ment that the Asscciated Press had the Rem- 
ington typewriters on precisely the same kind 
of work all through the national democratic 
convention at St. Louis, the association being 
so highly satisfied with the work performed by 
them in that instance that there was no 
hesitation in employing them on this’ oc¢a- 
sion.

FARM ECHOES, 


The Condition of the Crops 
Throughout Georgia. 


A VERY VARIABLE JULY. 


The Wheat Yield Not Good—Corn 
Very Uneven and Variable. 


The crop report for the month @# June, 1888, 
Was issued yesterday. 

It was returned to the department of agri- 
culture to July Ist, 

The report contains so much interesting in- 
formation that it is given in full. 

General Remarks. 

rhe weather during the month was quite 
variable in its conditions in different sections 
of the state. It was generally dry during the 
first half, the rains commencing in some sec- 
tions about the 15th, in others later, until 
finaily, on the 26th and 27th, pretty general 
rains occurred. .A review of the ‘Notes from 
Correspondents” will disclose the fact that the 
crops are remarkably ‘‘spotted”’ throughout 
the state, ranging in prospect and condition 
from one extreme tothe other. The condition 
of the crops varies widely even in the different 
neighborhoods of a single county. 

Wheat and Oats. 

The yield of wheat was not so good as was 
anticipated in last report, the actual yield, 
compared to an average, being only 65 in the 
state, against a ‘‘prospective yield’’ of 80 on 
the first dayofJune. Southwest and east 
Georgia report 93 and 85, respectfully, against 
89% and $1 on the first of June; but north and 
middle Georgia show a great falling off from 
the prospective yield on June fst, the figures 
being now 55 and 54, respectively, against 80 
aud 72. This reduction was due to the in- 
creased development of rust in these two sec- 
tions, the weather being favorable for its prop- 
agation, while the crops in southwest and east 
Georgia were forward enough to escape the 
fungus almost entirely. 
~The oat crop is about what was expected a 
month ago, taking the state over, the yield in 
south Georgia and middle Georgia being con- 
siderably less, and the sections fully maintain- 
ing the June expectations. In the yield of 
both wheat and oats the unusual spectacle is 
i ronmt of north and middle Georgia falling 

elow southwest and east Georgia. 

orn. 

The condition and prospect of the corn crop 
has fallen from 95 on the first of June to 91 on 
the first of July, in the state at large, the re- 
duction being chiefly due to a decrease in 
north, middle and southeast Georgia, south- 
west and east Georgia holding their own, 

The crop throughout the state is very un- 
even and variable. The weather conditions, 
however, at date of this report, are generally 
favorable throughout the state and with a con- 
tinuance of the same until the middle of July, 
there will probably be a sufficiency of corn 
produced for home demands. 

Cotton. 

Like the corn crop, cotton is also very 
‘‘spotted,’’ different correspondents from the 
same county sometimes giving very widely 
different reports. 

Drouth in some sections, lice and cold winp 
in others, too much rain in others, are assigned 
as causes of the decadence of condition from 91 
on June Ist to 88 July Ist. 

As in the case of corn, the conditions now 
are favorable, and with a continuance of 
seasonable weather throughout July, the pros- 
pect will rise very materially. A good stand, 
and clean, healthful, growing condition of the 
plant at this date, is a good basis on which to 
predicate a fair yield, if the weather be rea- 
sonably propitious until September Ist. 


DIED IN THE DEPOT. 


Mr. Harry. Easterling Dies! Very Suddenly 
Yesterday Afternoon. 

Mr. Harry Easterling died yesterday after- 
noon in Atlanta, as he was being lifted from 
the Georgia Pacific train under the carshed. 

Mr. Easterling came in from Sait Springs. 
During the ride he attracted the attention of a 
number of persons by his behavior. He seemed 
to be suffering considerably, and just before 
reaching Atlanla he made a pillow of his coat 
and lay down upon it. His sutfering 
increased, and by the time the train rolled 
under the ecarshed he was known to 
be in a_ critical condition. All that 
could be done was done for him on the train. 
As the car stopped he was lifted from his seat 
and carried to the door. As he was lifted 
down thesteps he groaned feebly as if ex- 
hausted by the suffering, anda second later he 
was dead. 

Captain Couch, who was near the fcarshed at 
the time, at once had the body removed to Pat- 
terson’s undertaking establishment on Loyd 
street. The body was identified subsequently 
by a number of people as that of Henry Easter- 
ling, the head painter at the Piedmont Chau- 
tauqua.

HORSE THIEVES, 


One in Marietta and Another at the Slaton 
House in Atlanta. 

Captain Wright and Call Officer Joe Green 
put the finishing touches to a_ horse thief 
story yesterday by the arrest of a white man 
named George Jordan alias Charles Short, 
about seven miles from Atlanta, on the 
Peachtree road. 

The capture was the result of some patient 
and careful work, Short being rovaarhs ig from 
place to place in Atlanta, and finally to the 
Country, for forty-eight hours or more before 
his arrest. 

The crime with which he is charged is that 
of being an accomplice of A. J. Varner in 
stealing and disposing of a mule, stolen from 
C. M. Anderson, near Powder springs, about 
the 15th of last November. 

Varner and Anderson are next door neigh- 
bors, and both stood well in the community. 
Some days after the mule was stolen Anderson 
remarked to Varner: 

“I would give $50 to get back my mule.”’ 

“Well,” replied Varner, ‘“‘just draw up the 
papers and I'll see if I can’t find it for you.’’ 

The papers were drawn up and signed, and a 
few days later Varner informed Anderson that 
he had located the mule. Following the di- 
rections given by Varner, Anderson found the 
mile at the house of a man named Story, 
about seven miles from Newnan. . Story had 
bought the qule for 865. He gave a descrip- 
— of the man from whom he had bought the 
muie, 

**He took back the bridle and saddle,” said 
Story. ‘I just remember that on one side of 
the bridle near the bits there were three knots 
in the rein,”’ 

The little clue about the bridle caused sus- 
picion to rest upon Varner, Anderson refused 
to pay Varner the reward of $50, and a few 
days ago Varner brought suit for the recovery 
of that amount. As soon as the preliminary 
trial came off, Varner was arrested upon a 
charge of stealing the mule. He was bound 
over undera bond of $1,000, reduced subse- 
quently to $500, and is held now in jail at 
Marietta. 

The description given by Story of the man 
that sold him the horse did not answer for 
Varner, and the Atlanta police began investi- 
gating. They at once suspected Jordan or 
Short, then living on Butler street in this city. 
Jordan had visited Varner the night before

The next thing was to find Jordan.

These fignres tell a different story from 
what railroad men theoretically supposed they 
would tell, and show that the reduction in the 
rates did cause more travel from the smaller 
and obscure stations than existed when the 
rates were hicher.

‘*Emercon is the only one of these stations 
which has experienced anything in the nature 
ofaboom. The increase from the others we 
can certainly attribute almost entirely to the 
cheaper fares. 3 : 

“From stations with population ranging 
from 700 down to 450, the increase in ticket 
sales was as follows: Acworth, 41 per cent; 
Kingston, 56 per cent; Ringgold, 51 per cent; 
Adairsville, 73 per cent, and Calhoun 112 per 
cent. 

‘From Cartersville, Dalton and Marictta, 
which have from 2,750 to3,500 population res- 
pectively, the increase in ticket sales amount- 
ed to an average of over 40 per cent. Atianta’s 
increase was “WA per cent, and Chattanooga’s 
23 per cent, which speaks volumes for At- 
lanta. 

“Fach one of the thirty-three stations on 
the road showed a gratifying increase. 

‘‘I was showing some of these figures to a 
gentleman of widespread reputation through- 
out the south, who is alsoa _ railroad president 
of a large system, and he remarked tome: ‘I 
have always held that the increase in travel 
is more in proportion to the facilities you offer 
than tothe rate. Inother words, thatif you 
furnish several trains per day upon which the 
people can travel, they will get more into the 
habit of traveling, and will want to travel 
more than will be the ease if you have only 
one or two trains per day,or at least a very 
few. and have a lower rate than you have 
with many trains.’ ’ 

‘*Then,’ said I to him, ‘how do you account 
for the fact thet the most remarkable increase 
in our ticket(sales has been from those stations 
between Kingston and Dalton, which is the 
part of our road where we run the fewest pass- 
enger trains, and to which, therefore, we offer 
the fewest facilities ?’ 

“‘From Atlanta to Kingston we run five 
passenger trains per day each way, between 
Atlanta and Marietta there being, in fact, six 
per day cach way. From Dalton to Chatta- 
nooga we run five passenger trains per day each 
way; whereas, between Kingston and Daiton 
we run only four per day each way, which are 
our through trains, and some of these trains do 
not stop at some of the smaller stations; there- 
fore at McDaniel’s, for instance, we only stop 
four passenger trains per day; whereas, at Big 
Shanty we stop nine passenger trains per day. 

‘**So I might compare each of the stations 
between Kingston and Dalton with the same 
number of stations between Dalton and Chat- 
tanooga, or between Kingston and Atlanta, 
and it would be shown that there is a greater 
proportion of increase in the ticket sales be- 
tween Kingston and Dalton than from stations 
where we have more trains per day.’’’3 

“The gentleman to whom I was talking 
studied for a few moments and then remarked: 
‘Well, I confess I do not know how to account 
for that.’ Hehasa good deal of company in 
this. 

‘‘Now, I don’t pretend to assert that you de- 
crease the volume of trave] when you increasb 
the number of your trains, because I don’t be- 
Heve you do; but I am convinced that these 
figures show that our reduction in fares was 
the true reason for the increase in the travel, 
whether from Atlanta, Marietta, Adairsville, 
McDaniel’s or any other station ; and that after 
all is what we started out to prove whén we 
reduced our fares.’’ 

AS TO EXPENSES. 

“How are your expenses, Mr. Brown, as 
compared with those for the same months last 
year ?”’ 

“Tam glad you asked me that question, for 
the answer establishes the correctness of what 
we claimed would be the case before We put 
the reduced rates in effect. We have not run 
asingle passenger train more during March, 
April, May and June of this year than we 
did during the same months last year, yet our 
travel has increased, as I have stated to you, to 
an almost wonderful degree. It costs us practi- 
cally no more money to run trains 
with forty people in a coach than 
to run them with fifteen people in a 
coach. Therefore, until the increase in travel 
amounts to enough to cause us to put on an- 
other coach we can safely claim that when- 
ever the number increases above the old num- 
ber to an extent enough to more than cover 
the amount of the reduction per ticket we 
then begin to reduce the expenses per passen- 
ger per mile. Our general bookkeeper’s state- 
ment shows that during each of the four 
months of this year under the low rates, as 
compared with the same four months last year 
under the high rates, our gross earnings have 
increased and our expenses per passenger per 
mile have been materially less.’’ 

‘Then you are convinced that the Western 
and Atlantic Railroad company made no mis- 
take in reducing its passenger fares ?’’ 

‘Yes, sir, I think the figures establish this 
beyond cavil.”’ 

‘‘Mr. Brown,”’ asked the reporter, ‘‘now that 
it has been demonstrated that the revenues of 
the Western and Atlantic railroad have in- 
creased under the reduced fares, do you not 
think that the other railroads in Georgia could 
take the same step without loss to them- 
selves ?’’ 

‘Well, upon that point,’”’ was the answer, 
with a smile, ‘‘please excuse me from express- 
ing an opinion. I am not as well posted about 
the conditions governing the traffic of other 
roads as lam about ours. Those rails on our 
track out there look like the rails on other 
roads, and the crowd in our Rome express, 
which you see just passing the window, looks 
like an average crowd of Georgia citizens; but 
perhaps the Western and Atlantic illustrates 
the remark of the Irishman, who, when some 
fellow-workman, in discussing the rights of 
men, exclaimed, ‘One man’s as good as an- 
other,’ answered, ‘Yes, and better, too.’ ”’
